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A STREET CAR COMPANY NOT LIABLE FOR INJURY 
CAUSED BY TRAILING ROPE. 


A case which, while not of altogether novel impression, 
is still of considerable interest as bearing on the duty of a 
carrier to its passengers is that of Le Fond v. Detroit Citizens’ 
Street Railway Co. (92 N. W. 99), decided by the Supreme 
Court of Michigan on November 11. 

The facts appearing cn the trial are summarized by the 
circuit judge as follows: Plaintiff, a passenger on defendant's 
street car, alighted from that car at the intersection of Con- 
gress street and Jos. Campau avenue, and, as she passed 
around the car after alighting, her foot caught in a rope that 
was dragging, and she was seriously injured. The testimony 
abundantly proves that seme boy who was in the habit of 
hitching sleds or cans or something of the sort—at least, that 
is the natural and necessary inference from this testimony— 
had left that rope attached there. 

Now, the question is whether there isany evidence of negli- 
gence on the part of the street car company. The question is 
whether there is any evidence from which it can be inferred 
that they were negligent in not discovering the rope and re- 
moving it. Bear in mind to what part of this car the rope 
was attached. It wag not attached above, but below, the pro- 
jecticn, which is practically level with the platform. Bear 
in mind that it was after dark; between 6.20 and 6.30 on the 
evening of January 12; some time after dark. Of course, the 
only way a rope of this sort could be discovered would be by 
close examination. None of the men on the back of the car 
saw the rope until some one was struck by it, except the one 
who passed around it when he alighted. The rope was on from 
a mile and a quarter to a mile and a half. It tock seven and 
a half minutes to go that distamce—and perhaps it was on 
some time longer. Now, inasmuch as it was shown to be a 
custom on the part of the boys on Congress and Baker streets, 
and upon the other streets upon which this car line is 
operated, to hitch on, that precaution ought to have been 
taken. The testimony showed from all the witnesses except 
two, that, as soon as the conductors discovered boys were 
hitching on, they stopped them. There is no custom, in other 
words, that permitted this to be dene, though it is true, two 
witnesses testified that they had seen boys hitching there 
without the conductor stopping them, while half a dozen or 
more witnesses testified that the conductor always stopped 
them. The circuit judge was of the opinion that no actionable 
negligence was shown, and directed a verdict for the defend- 
ant. In this opinio nthe Supreme Court concurred. The rope 
was no part of the equipment of the car, and was placed 
there by a trespasser. The only fault which tae plaintiff's 
counsel attributed to the defendant was the failure to dis- 
cover the fact of the trespass and remove the rope. As per- 
tinently suggested by the trial judge, if it was incumbent 
upon the defendant’s employees to make an inspection every 
few blocks, or as often as every seven and a half minutes, 
it is difficult to see why such inspection should not have been 
continuous. The testimony does not show that the conductor 
in charge of the car in question had any reason to expect 
that such a rope had been left dangling in the rear cf his 
car. True, there was testimony that on one occasiog a rope 
had been found attached to another car of the defendant com- 
pany, and was cut off, but the conductor of this car is not 
shown to have had any knowledge of it. And it was a cir- 
cumstance so unusual that it cannot be held that its occur- 
rence entailed upon the company the duty of providing for 
a special and continuous inspection to prevent a repetition of 
such a trespass. A similar question was considered in McCaf- 
trey v. Railroad Co., 7 Hun, 404, which was ruled against the 
plaintiff. See, also, Fredericks v. Railroad, 157 Pa. 103, 27 
Ath. 689, 22 L. R. A. 306; Jakoboski v. Railroad Co., 106 Mich. 
440, 64 N. W. 461 
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A CLIENT’S LIABILITY FOR FEES..PAID BY HIS AT- 
TORNEY TO LOCAL COUNSEL. 








The decision of the Nebraska Supreme Court in Dillon v. 
Watson (92 N. W. 156), rendered cn October 22, is calculated 
to meet the emphatic approval of the country practitioner. 
The suit involved an accounting between attorneys and client. 
It appeared that the case had been removed to the Federal 
Court, which sat. in other counties than that in which the 
parties resided, and that counsel cn several occasions paid 
small sums to local attorney, at points where the court was 
fitting, for attending to formal matters connected with the 
progress of the litigation. Now, it is no dcubt true that a 
client is not liable for fees of other counsel employed by 
those whom he has retained to conduct his case tc assist 
therein unless he authorizes or ratifies such employment. 
(Sedgwick v. Bliss, 23 Neb. 617, 37 N. W. 483.) But where a 
case is pending in another county it frequently happens that 
orders have to be obtained, leave of court taken in matters 
of course, and calls of docket attended, which do not require 
personal attention of counsel familiar with the cause, but 
may be left to one person as well as to another. Expense is 
necessarily involved whether counsel retained by the party go 
in person, or whether iacal counsel are empioyed to act for 
them. If the latter course is taken, and the fees paid are less, 
cr at least not more, than the expense necessarily involved in 
going in person, the court stated that it saw no reason why 
the sums thus expended are not as properly chargeable to the 
client as the traveling and cther expenses would have been. 
It was in evidetce that the fees paid in this case were less 
than the expense of attending the courts in person, and it is 
held that the items should be allowed. 











THE RIGHTS OF THE ACCUSED. 


The famous Molineux case has ended with the expected 
verdict of acquittal. Some of our fellow citizens and pro- 
fessional brethren may lock upon this as a “triumph of jus- 
tice.” They are welcome to their opinion. We regard it as 
the most disgraceful affair that has darkened the pages of 
judicial annals since the days of Jeffries. Personally we do 
not care the value of the last hair on a yellow dcg’s tail 
whether the prisoner was guilty or innocent. That is beside 
the present issue. Anyhow the jury has said that he is, and 
‘we must accept their verdict. The main fact is that he has 
teen kept in jail nearly four years, while the law was drag- 
ging “its slow length along.” The proverbial slowness with 
-which the mills of the gods are supposed to grind is as noth- 
ing in comparison with that accompanying the adrinistration 
of justice in the courts of New York. . 

It is said that his defense has cost the accused over 
$100,000 and the State over $150,000, most cf which, it is 
likely, went to the ha:..iwriting experts, about as useless a 
form of expenditure as could well be imagined. 

The defendant has emerged from “murderers’ row” broken 
in health and with an experience which might well 
have sent one of weaker mentality to the insane asylum. 
The horrible torture of suspense to which he has been 
subjected, prolonged over a period of years and culminating 
in the almost complete breakdown of the prosecution, has 
furnished an example of twentieth century civilization which 
shouid force us to stop and wonder just how far we have 
really advanced from the era of the Stuarts. 

Another trial of similar nature is now under way. Lawyer 
Albert T. Patrick, who on September 1, 1900, was convicted 
of the murder of William Marsh Rice, the eccentric million- 
aire, has only gone so far on the road as a motion to show 
cause why a new trial should not be granted. According to 
the papers, the cost of expert testimony to the State so far 
has been nearly $33,000, and of the entire trial $55,000. Leaden- 
footed justice, be it known, now wears double soles. 
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‘OUR SOMNOLENT BAR ASSOCIATION. 

If New York City could only induce Chicago, St. Paul, or 
even Kansas City, to swap bar associations it is our private 
opinion that we should get considerably the better of the bar. 
gain. We have heard the New York City organization referrag 
to on divers and sundry occasions as the proprietors of a very 
good library, to which it was exceedingly convenient to hays 
the right of access, though, it is usually added that apart 
from this, and for any practical good which it does, this club 
or society might peacefully breathe its last without any one 
being the wiser or the worse. 

Of course everybody knows that around election time 
the nodding of the drowsy heads becomes a trifle less pro 
nounced and a few mutterings are indulged in relative to this 
or that candidate for judicial honors, all of which usually has 
about as much effect on the community at large as would a 
resolution passed by Chapter 41,144 of the Bricklayers’ Union. 
Two judges are now displaying the highest capacity for 
their exalted positicms, although before the people put them 
there the association denounced them as unfit to hold office. 
Another, and this one of the best of the municipal judges, was 
a few years ago refused admission to this self-constituted con- 
servator of professional honor. In fact, the irreverent say 
that while the New York City Bar Association is, like the Old 
Guard or the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, a 
very good thing to belong to from a social standpoint, it has 
now fallen into a vox et praeterea nihil state. 

With shysterdom and snitchdom rampant in this city, so 
that if a man is run down and killed by a Broadway cable car, 
the body will arrive at the morgue with a dozen ambulance 
chaser’s cards pinned all over it for the widow’s information, 
with the court calendars in a condition so disgraceful that it 
can only be characterized by the word colossal, with referee- 
ships being distributed (at least they were until a short 
time ago, and for aught we know to the contrary, are still) to 
a certain very select and restricted class cone would think 
that a fairly large field was opened for the activities of any 
association which included among its objects the safeguard- 
ing of professional ethics. 

Just what is the Bar Association doing along these lines? 

The writer, needless to say, is not a member. If he 
thought that he could assist in accomplishing any good he 
would send in his name, but as he will probably be turned 
down after this article has once been published, it wil! 20t 
make such a tremendous amount of difference anyway. 

While things have now arrived at such a state that to 
speak or write aught against this righteous institution is con- 
sidered in the light of a concentrated extract of high treason 
and blasphemy, yet we desired to make a test as to just how 
far the allegations of nonfeasance frequently made have any 
truth. The golden opportunity soon arrived. On the 22d of 
November the following “ad.” appeared in the New York 
Herald under the heading “Business Opporturfities:” 
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Now here, if there ever was one, is a violation not only of 
every rule of professional ethics, but also of statute law. 
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Section 74 of the Code of Civil Procedure provides: 
“An attorney or counselor shall not, by himself, or by or 





in the mame of another person either before or after action 
prought, promise or give, or procure to be promised or given, 
a valuable consideration to any person, as an inducement 
to placing, or in consideration of having placed, in his hands, 
or in the hands of another person, a demand of any kind, for 
the purpose of bringing an action thereon.” 

Section 75 enacts that for a violation he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and must be removed from office by 
the Supreme Court. 

Section 136 of the Penal Code again declares him guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and as such subject to a fine of not more 
than $500 and to imprisonment for not more than one year 
or both. j 

Now, if these provisions, because of some judicial jugglery, 
do not cover the case, then all we can say is that the law 
should be amended so as to bring within its scope such an in- 
stance of atrocious champerty. 

We desired to see what this vigilant custodian of the 
morals of the New York City attorneys would do about an 
affair of this kind. Therefore we clipped this “ad.” and for- 
warded it to the grievance committee. 

Incidentally, just keep in mind that sometime ago we 
republished an “ad.” very similar in terms, cut from a St. 
Paul paper, casually remarking that it might pay the local 
bar association to look into it. By return mail we received a 
letter from the secretary asking us for information, and the 
association, we understand, took the matter up and pressed it 
vigorously. Chicago, too, has within the past month insti- 
tuted disbarment proceedings against an attorney who adver- 
tised “witnesses volunteered,” while Kansas City has pre- 
pared a blacklist of snitches. However, as previously stated, 
St. Paul, Chicago and Kansas City are not New York. 

In response to our communication we received a letter 
from the attorney for the grievance committee asking us to 
“furnish him evidence.” Evidence, good heavens! Naturally 
enough we wrote in reply praying for enlightenment as to 
just what were the duties of the grievance committee if not 
to get evidence itself, and suggested that a letter written to 
the individual fn question would undoubtedly bring an im- 
mediate answer, as the very thing which he apparently de- 
sired was to get into correspondence with prospective touts. 
The answer which we received is really too good not to war- 
rant its publication in extenso. We only suppress the name 
of the writer, who is the attorney for the grievance committee 
and a well-known member of the New York City bar. He says: 

“IT am in receipt of your favor of the 5th inst., and beg to 
herewith enclose the clipping enclosed in your letter of the 
26th ultimo, which was addressed to Mr. P. The com- 
mittee is not in the habit of getting evidence for the purpose 
of preparing charges, but if you care to take steps to obtain 
the necessary evidence so that proper charges can be formu- 
lated against the person who inserted the advertisement re- 
ferred to, I will be ready to take the matter vp at that time.” 

In other words, he says: “If you'll cut the wheat, bring 
in the sheaves, spread them out on the threshing floor, get a 
flail and put it into our hands, why we'll be very glad to 
perform the noble work of separating the wheat from the 
tares.” 

And all this despite the provision in the Ccnstitution 
which enacts that: 

“Whenever specific charges of fraud, or gross unprofes- 
sional conduct, shall be made in writing to the association 
against a member of the bar not a member of the asscciation, 
or against a person pretending to be an attorney or counselor- 
at-law, practicing in this judicial district, said charges SHALL 
BE INVESTIGATED by the Committee on Grievances; and, if, 
in any such case, said committee shall report tn writing to 
the Executive Committee that, in its opinion, THE CASE IS 
SUCH AS REQUIRES FURTHER INVESTIGATION or prose- 
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cution in the courts, the Executive Committee may appoint one 
or more members of the association to act as prosecutor, whose 
duty it shall be to conduct the further investigation or the 
prosecution of such offender, under the instructions and control 


of the Committee on Grievances. * * * 


“The Executive Committee shall from time to time appoint 


a member of the asscciation to be the attorney of the Grievance 
Committee, whose duty it shall be to INVESTIGATE, when 
his attention shall be called thereto, any matter touching the 
administration of justice, upon which the committee is by this 
by-law authorized to act, and all cases (1) cf misconduct of 
a member of the association in his relations to the association 
or in his profession, (2) of alleged fraud cr unprofessional 
conduct on the part of any member of the bar of this State, 
practicing in this judicial district, whether a member of this 
association or net, and (3) of persons pretending to be at- 
terneys or counsellors-at-law, but not regularly licensed and 
admitted to practice. 

“Where the said attorney shall deem that there is suf- 


ficient ground therefor, and no complaint or specific charges in 
writing shall have been made by any other person, it shall be 
his duty to act as the complaining party, to formulate and 


present to the Grievance Committee a complaint or charges 
in writing, and to prosecute the same before said committee by 
presenting the evidence in support thereof. If, upon the report 
of the Grievance Committee upon such complaint cr charges, 


the Executive Committee shall appoint a member of the as- 
sociation to CONDUCT A FURTHER INVESTIGATION or 
prosecution in relaticn thereto, it shall be the duty of sucn 
attorney to assist the member or members so appointed IN 
SUCH INVESTIGATION AND PROSECUTION.” 

if the grievance committee is not prepared to devote as 
much time to their public duties as they are to the affairs of 
their clients it is.our private opinion that the sooner their 
resignations are enclosed in a duly sealed, post-paid envelope, 
directed to the president of the association and deposited in 
a letter box, the better. “Not in the habit of getting evi- 
dence!” Shades of vanishing professional purity! What does 
an attorney do when a client walks into his office and states 
his case? Does he not write to prospective witnesses and ask 
them to appear before him so that he can ascertain just what 
their testimony will be? If such witneses are busy men and 
he cannot induce them to caJl at his office, does he net send 
a clerk or assistant to discover what can be proven? What 
would be thought of an attorney who would use as little dili- 
gence asethe srievance committee of the Bar Association have 
used and are using? We venture to say that if a railroad com- 
pany desired to ascertain and prosecute one who was adver- 
tising as a purchaser of stolen car fittings that their attorneys. 
would have the regular police or the Pinkerton agency on the 
trail within the space of an hour. Unfortunately, however, 
only the profession at large is the client in this instance. Still 
one would think that out:of that $10,000 surplus at hand 
something ought to be expended in a good cause. 

Now, so far as we are concerned, “The American Lawyer” 
is going to let the matter drop. This public philanthropist 
who has gone into the business of insuring annuities to his 
pullers-in can go right on until doomsday for all we care. He 
can put a Coney Island “barker” with a megaphone, or a 
Baxter street tout in front of his office if he wants to, but we 
for one decline to take upon ourselves the function of griev- 
ance committee. This may not be exactly public spirit, but. 
with one bar association already in existence the writer does 
not propose to erganize another, as the youthful translator of 
Caesar once put it, “alone and entirely by himself.” 

Nor can we flatter ourselves with the belief that even the 
foregoing will in the slightest degree ruffle the de Vere like 
repose which stamps the caste of that coterie, of lineage 
dating from the patroons, of financial solvency unquestioned, 
and of conservatism not to be shaken, which presides over the 
affairs of the New York City Bar Association. 
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LIBEL AND SLANDER—VARIANCE BETWEEN PLEADING 
AND PROOF. 





The Supreme Court of Maine (Kimball v. Page, 52 Atl. 
1010) recently had before it a case in which the declaration 
in an action for slander averred that the defendant’s words 
were: “Mima stole the pin.” In her testimony the plaintiff 
said that the language was “Mima stole the buckle.” A 
variance was claimed, and the court sustained the defend- 
ant’s contention on this point, although judgment was given 
plaintiff on another ground. 

It is the general rule in actions for slander, where the 
words spoken are set out in the declaration, that they must 
be proved strictly as alleged. In the early cases in this 
country and in England the slightest variation in the words 
proved from those alleged was held to be fatal. But this 
rule has been somewhat modified, and it is now held that 
“material words—those which are essential to the charge 
made—must be proved as alleged, and cannot be supplied by 
equivalent words, as words in one language by a translation 
into another. But in relation to unimportant, connecting, or 
descriptive words, some latitude is allowed.” But even now 
the form of expression cannot be varied, so far as to sub- 
stitute the second person for the third, as “you” for “he,” or 
the reverse. Whiting v: Smith, 13 Pick. 364. In Chapin v. 
White, 102 Mass. 139, it is said that, “if the pleader adds any 
allegation which narrows and limits that which is essential, 
it become descriptive, and must be proved as alleged. It 
identifies the slander.” In this count, the charge is that of 
stealing a pin. That charge was not sustained by proof of a 
charge of stealing any other article. Defendant could not 
justify by proving the larceny of anything else. Although 
the charge of stealing would imply a criminal offense, it is 
not the identical offense which this count alleges that was 
charged by the defendant. (See Estes v. Estes, 75 Me. 478.)

Chicago is evidently trying to live down the reputation 
which she acquired when one of her merchants sued the 
Tailroad company for breaking off the arms of a copy of the 
Venus de Milo. 
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A NOVEL EXEMPLIFICATION OF THE “NECESSARIEg” 
RULE. 





Are services of an attorney in prosecuting an action op 
behalf of a minor for an indecent assault “necessaries?’”’ The 
Supreme Court of Rhode Isiand (Crafts v. Carr 53 Atl. 274) 
has held that they are. This is by no means an entirely new 
question. There is a class of cases allowing counsel fecs ag 
necessaries for an infant, here the cases in which the services 
were rendered affected the infant’s personal relief, protection, 
or liberty, which, it seems to us, more closely analogize the 
case at bar than those relating merely to property rizhts, 
Munson v. Washband, 31 Conn. 303, 83 Am. Dec. 151, was a 
case where a female infant was seduced and got with child 
under a promise of marriage. The seducer afterwards refused 
to marry her, and she was left in a state of destitution and 
suffering, her father having turned her*out of doors. There. 
upon she applied to an attorney to bring suit for her for the 
breach of the promise of marriage. He did so, and it was 
afterwards settled by the marriage cf the parties. After the 
marriage the attorney sued the husband and wife for his ser. 
vices. The decision was that if the services were necessary for 
the personal relief, protection, and support of the female de 
fendant, the action might be maintained; and the court re- 
fused to disturb the jury’s verdict for the plaintiff. 

In Barker v. Hibbard, 64 N. H. 539, 20 Am. Rep. 160, the 
plaintiff sued an emancipated infant for services rendered 
him as attorney in defending him in a bastardy proceeding 
and recovered. 

In Askey v. Williams, 74 Tex. 294, 11 S. W. 1101, 6 L. R. 
A. 176, the question was as to the liability of an infant to 
an attorney for services rendered the infant, at his request, in 
defending him when. indicted for stealing cattle. The court 
said: “The contracts of an infant for necessaries are neither 
void nor voidable, and we are of opinion that the services of 
an attorney should be held necessary to an infant when he is 
charged by an indictment with crime. His life or his liberty 
and reputation are at stake, and it would be unreasonable td 
deny him the power to secure the means of defending himself. 
He may contract for food and raiment suitable to his con- 
dition in life, though they be such as are not demanded by 
his absolute wants, and it is not to be questioned that the 
immunity from punishment and disgrace is a matter of far 
more importance to his welfare. It has accordingly been 
held that reasonable attorney’s fees in defense of a criminal 
action brought against an infant are neces. 
saries.” Following the analogy of the last three cases cited, 
which, says the Rhode Island court, commend themselves to 
us, we think that in the case at bar the action of the defendant 
against her assailant, Brown, was brought for her protection, 
even it the result of it, after paying the plaintiff's counsel 
fees, will increase her estate.” 








THE GLORIOUS UNCERTAINTIES OF LITIGATION. 





Ubi jus ibi remedium. Only the jus is usually uncertain 
and the remedium problematical. For instante, a jury in the 
New York Supreme Court on December 16, after listening to 
the sixth trial of the suit of William Green, a thirteen-year-old 
boy, against the Metropolitan Street Railroad, awarded him 
$10,000 as damages for the loss of his right leg in 1897, He 
sued for $50,000. On the first trial the verdict was for the 
railroad; on the second, the complaint was dismissed by the 
judge; the jury disagreed on the third; on the fourth the 
boy got a verdict for $10,000, and on the fifth the jury was 
again unable to agree. There are still a few more “guesses 
coming” to somebody, as the company’s lawyers have .an- 
nounced that they would once more take an appeal from the 
verdict. ¢ 
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LEGISLATIVE QUACKS. 


The legislative quack is abroad in the land. We had 
about concluded to stop cataloguing the examples of freak 
legislation, but an act introduced in the Virginia Legislature is 
so utterly subversive of the natural and’ inherent right of 
every free-born citizen, particularly of callow years, that we 
venture to insert it in full. It seems that according to the 
views of Dr. R. B. Ware, a member of the Legislature of that 
State, kissing is no inconsiderable factor in the dissemina- 
tion of disease. Accordingly, to prevent epidemics in future, 
the ledrned gentleman has introduced a bill prohibiting indis- 
criminate osculation. It provides: “If a physician testifies 
that the defendant has weak lungs he (query: who, the phy- 
sician or the defendant?) shall be found guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and the same penalty shall be imposed as if he had 
some contagious or infectious disease. 

“Any person violating the provisions cf this act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and fined not less than one 
dollar nor more than five for each offense.” 

It is understood that an amendment is shcrtly to be 
added, providing that the local health board shall issue cer- 
tificates of “osculatorability,” which must be duly produced 
before indiscriminate manifestations of affection are indulged 
in. 








CONSPIRACY TO DIVERT TRADE—RIGHT OF INJURED 
PARTY TO INJUNCTION. 





A combination of dealers to compel another dealing in 
similar goods to sell at prices fixed by it, or, upon his refusal 
so to do, to prevent those of whom its members are purchas- 
ing customers from selling goods tu him, is upon general 
legal principles contrary to public policy’and void; and the 
members of such a combination may, collectively or tndividu- 
ally, be, by appropriate injunction, restrained: from putting 
this purpose into effect. . 

Such was the decision by the Georgia Supreme Court in 
Brown & Allen v. Jacobs Pharmacy Co., 57 L. R. A, 547. It 
appeared that a local association was formed in Atlanta, 
known as the Atlanta Retail Druggists’ Association. Plaintiff 
had been a member, but afterwards withdrew. After the re- 
tirement of Jacobs, the local concern put in operation a 
scheme to prevent his company from being able to buy goods 
with which to conduct its business. The main features of 
that scheme were that the local concern, by circulars, letters, 
or otherwise, undertook to notify wholesalers and manufac- 
turers throughout the country that the pharmacy company 
was an aggressive cutter, and to request the persons or 
concerns addressed not to sell it any more goods; further, to 
require all salesmen representing the manufacturers or whole- 
sale houses to procure from the local association a card, in 
order to procure which such salesmen had to sign an agree- 
ment not to sell the pharmacy company any goods, and an- 
other part of the scheme was to give the manufacturers and 
wholesalers to understand that, unless they refused to sell 
the plaintiff any goods, the members of the local association 
would not buy any more goods from them. In this condition 
of affairs, the plaintiff brought its equitable petition against 
the defendants, alleging, in substance, the facts set forth 
above, and praying for damages for alleged injuries to its 
business already done, and for an injunction to prevent the 
defendants from carrying into effect the scheme above out- 
lined. The petition charged that the scheme was an unlawful 
conspiracy to destroy the plaintiff's business. 

In Moore v. Bennett (1892) 140 Ml). 69, 15 L. R. A. 361, 29 
N. E. 888, it was held that an association of stenographers, of 
which one object was to control the prices to be charged for 
stenographic work by its members, by restraining all com- 
petition between them, was an illegal combination, although 





only a small portion of the stenographers of the city be 

longed to it. In the opinion, Bailey, J., page 80, 140 IIL, page 

864, 15 L. R. A, page 891, 29 N. EB., says: “Contracts in 

partial restraint of trade which the law sustains are those 

which are entered into by a vendor of a business and its good- 

will with the vendee, by which the vendor agrees not to en- 
gage in the same business within a limited territory; and the 

restraint, to be valid, must be no more extensive than is rea- 
sonably necessary for the protection of the vendee in the en- 

joyment of the business purchased.” To this have sometimes 

been added agreements of partnership or employment. Mr. 

Tiedeman says: “Following the reason of the rule which pro- 

hibits contracts in restraint of trade, we find that it is made to 
prohibit all contracts which in any way restrain the freedom 
of trade or diminish competition or regulate the prices of com- 
modities and services.” Tiedeman, Com. Paper, sec. 190. In 
Anderson vy. Jett (1889) 89 Ky. 375, 6 L. R. A. 390, 392, 12 

S. W. 670, it was held: “Rivalry is the life of trade. The 
thrift and welfare of the people depend upon it. Monopoly is 
oppesed to it, all along the line. * * * The combination or 
agreement whether or not in the particular instance it has 
the desired effect, is void. The vice is in the combination or 
agreement. The practical evil effect of the combination only 
demonstrates its character; but if its object is to prevent 
or impede free and fair competition in trade, and may in fact 
have that tendency, it is void, as being against public policy.” 
See also Texas Standard Oil Co. v. Adoue (1892) 83 Tex. 650, 
15 L. R. A. 598, 19 S. W. 274; People v. Sheldon, 139 N. Y. 251, 
263, 264, 23 L. R. A. 221, 34 N. E. 785. Under such circnm- 
stances the agreement is void, although the prices fixed at 
the time may have been reasonable. India Bagging Asso. v. 
Kock, 14 La. Ann. 164. Judge Taft, in the circuit court of 
appeals cf the sixth circuit of the United States, in an able 
decision in thé case of United States v. Addystone Pipe & 
Steel Co., 46 L. R. A. 122, 29 C. C. A. 141, 54 U. S. App. 723, 83 
Fed. 271, et seq., reviews the authorities on this subject. Among 
other things, he says (46 L. R. A. 131, 29 C. C. A. 152, 54 U. S. 
App. 748, 85 Fed. 283): “Much has been.said in regard to the 
relaxing of the original strictness Of the common law in de- 
claring contracts in restraint of trade void, as conditions of 
civilization and public policy have changed; and the argument 
drawn therefrom is that the law now recognizes that compe- 
tition may be so ruinous as to injure the public, and therefore 
that contracts made with a view to check such ruinous compe- 
tition and regulate prices, though in restraint of trade, and 
having no other purpose, will be upheld. We think this con- 
clusion is unwarranted by the authorities, when all of them 
are considered. * * * The manifest danger in the acminis- 
tration cf justice according to so shifting, vague, and indeter- 
minate a standard would seem to be a strong reason against 
adopting it.” After considering a number of authorities, he 
says (page 136, 46 L. R. A., page 160, 29 C. C. A., page 60, 54 
U. S. App., page 290, 85 Fed.): “In the foregoing cases the 
only consideration of the agreement restraining the trade of one 
party was the agreement of the other to the same effect, and 
there was no relation of partnership, or of vendor and vendee, 
or of employer or employee. Where such relation exists be- 
tween the parties, as already stated, restraints are usually en- 
forceable, if commensurate only with the reasonable protec- 
tion of the covenantee in respect to the main transactions 
affected by the contract. But in recent years even the fact 
that the contract is one for the sale of property or of busi- 
ness and goodwill, or for the making of a partnership or a 
corporation, has not saved ft from invalidity, if it could be 
shown that it was only part of a plan to acquire all the prop- 
erty used in a business by one management, with a view to 
establishing a monopoly. * * * Upon this review of the 
law and the authorities, we can have no doubt that the asso- 
elation of the defendants, however reasonable the prices they 
fixed, however great the competition they had to encounter, 
and however great the necessity for curbing themselves by 
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joint agreement from committing financial suicide by Ill-ad- 
vised competition, was void at ccmmon law, because in re- 
straint of trade, and tending to a monopoly.” 


This exactly answers one of the arguments. advanced in the 
present case. It is contended that the members of the Atlanta 
Druggists’ Association were not seeking tc restrain trade or 
create a monopoly, but were only seeking to defend them- 
selves against the cutting of prices by the Jacobs Pharmacy 
Company, and that'really they were fighting an effort at 
monopoly. That fifty-eight druggists in the city cf Atlanta 
should seriously claim to be in danger of a monopoly from 
one, which is not shown to have any mcre capital than any of 
them, or any more facilities for trade, or to be making any 
combination, or in fact doing anything to cause the present 
action cn their part, except selling some articles of merchan- 
dise at low rates, is a position which cannot be sustained. 
This is the argument which is almost universally advanced 
by every monopoly or combination in restraint of trade. If 
it is sustained by the courts, then the rules of law as to such 
contracts and agreements might as well be wiped off the 
statute books. The decision just cited was affirmed by the 
Supreme Court of the United States in 1899, except as to one 
mere inadvertence in respect to interstate commerce. (See 
also Dormus v. Hennessy, 176 Ill. 608.) 


Courts and text writers have not infrequently asserted 
that, as a general rule, a conspiracy cannot be made the subject 
of a civil action unless something is done which, without the 
conspiracy, would give a right of action. But if this be ad- 
vanced as a rule of universal application, it does not stand 
unchallenged. In Bailey v. Master Plumbers’ Asso. (1899) 
103 Tenn. 99, 46 L. R. A. 561, 52 S. W. 853, 857, it is said: 
“Tt is entirely true, as in effect observed in McCauley Bros. v. 
Tierney, 19 R. I. 255, 37 L. R. A. 455, 33 Atl. 1, and in Bohn 
Mfg. Co. v. Hollis, 54 Minn. 223, sub nom. Bohn Mfg. Co. v. 
Northwestern Lumbermen’s Asso. 21 L. R. A. 337, 55 N. W. 
1119, that in the first instance, each member of the associaticn 
had a perfect iegal right to buy material and supplies ex- 
clusively from any dealer or dealers he might choose, and each 
dealer had an equal right to select members for his customers, 
and to confine his sales to them only. These were inherent 
rights which nc competitor was authorized to dispute, no court 
empowered to control or curtail. But in our opinion, it does 
not follow frcm this undoubted freedom of individual member 
and of individual dealer that all of the members may, as 
ruled in those cases, lawfully enter into a general and un- 
limited agreement, in the form of by-laws, that they and all 
of them will make their purchases from only such dealers as 
will sell to members exclusively. The premise does not jus- 
tify the ccnclusion. The individual right is radically differ- 
ent from the combined action. The combination has hurtful 
powers and influences not possessed by the individual. it 
threatens and impairs rivalry in trade, coverts control in 
prices, seeks and obtains its own advancement at the expense 
and in the oppressicn of the public. The difference, in legal 
contemplation, between individual right and combined action 
in trade, is seen in numerous cases. Any one of several com- 
mercial firms engaged in the sale of India cotton bagging had 
the right to suspend its sale fcr any time it saw fit. Yet an 
agreement between all of them to make no sales for three 
months without the consent of the majority ‘was palpably and 
unequivocally a combination in restraint of trade.’ India 
Bagging Asso. v. Kock, 14 La. Ann. 164. Any one of several 
companies had the’right to sell the whole or only part of its 
cutput to only such persons, in only such territory, and at 
only such prices as it pleased, yet it was inimical to the in- 
terest of the public, and unlawful *for them to combine and 
agree that those matters should be determined and controlled 
by an agency jointly created for that purpose. Arnct v. Pitts- 
ton & E. Coal Co. 68 N. Y. 558, 23 Am. Rep. 190; Morris Run 
Coal Co. v. Barclay Coal Co. 68 Pa. 173, 8 Am. 





Rep. 159. The same was held to be true as to the 
individual company and the combined companies, re. 
spectively, in. the Sugar Trust Case, 22 Abb. N. ©, 
164, 2 L. R. A., 38, N. Y. Supp. 401, and 54 Hun 354, 6 L. R. 
A. 386, 7 N. Y. Supp. 406. So one railroad company has the 
unquestioned right to charge reasonable rates for transporta- 
tion, but it is nct lawful for competing companies to mutua!ly 
bind themselves to maintain those rates. -United States y. 
Trans-Missouri Freight Asso. 166 U. S. 290, 41 L. ed. 1007, i7 
Sup Ct. Rep. 540; United States v. Joint Traffic Asso. 171 U. S. 
505, 43 L. ed. 259, 19 Sup. Ct. Rep. 25. Individual boat pro- 
prietors may ‘establish rules and rates for the conduct of their 
separate business, but the law dces not allow them to form 
a combination, and by mutual agreement establish joint rules 
and rates. Hooker v. Vandewater, 4 Denio, 349, 47 Am. Dec. 
258; Stanton v. Allen, 5 Denio, 434, 49 Am. Dec 282. One 
grain dealer is perfectly free to decide for himself what price 
he will offer for grain, but he is not allowed to enter into an 
agreement with the other grain dealers of his town, and 
thereby fix the price that all of them shall offer. Craft v. Mc- 
Conoughty, 79 Ill. 346, 22 Am. Rep. 171. A single brewer may 
fix his own price for the beer he sells. Nevertheless it is un- 
lawful for an association of brewers to regulate the sales 
of its members. Nester v. Continental Brewing Co. 161 Pa. 
473, 24 L. R. A. 247, 29 Atl. 102. Many other cases to the same 
effect in principle might easily be cited, were their citation 
deemed at all necessary.” 


The fcllowing are some of the cases relied on by the de- 
fendants: Herriman v. Menzies (1896) 115 Cal. 16, 35 L. R. A. 
318, 44 Pac. 660, 46 Pac. 730, arose on an action to enforce an 
accounting under an agreement for the formation of an as- 
sociation for doing the business of stevederes. It was held not 
to be iliegal, though one provision included the fixing of prices 
to be charged by the members. There was no effort to fcrce 
others to charge such prices; and it was said in the decision 
that there was nothing to show that the members comprised 
more than an insignificant part of the trade, in numbers or 
volume of business, or any such restriction “as to preclude fair 
competition with others engaged in the business.’”’ Bowen v. 
Mathewson, 14 Allen, 499, will be found to have been decided 
on the idea of competition; but it is not a well-considered case, 
reviews none cf the authorities (but one being cited), and de- 
cides only as to certain allegations on demurrer. It has been 
criticised by Mr. Eddy, whose book shows that he approached 
the subject without any prejudice against combinations. 1 
Eddy, Combinations, Sec. 571. Mr. Freeman, in his ncte to 
Harding v. American Glucose Co. (Ill.) 74 Am. St. Rep. 244, 
says: ‘Massachusetts seems also to have gone astray on the 
question of illegal combinations, * * * having confused the 
doctrine relating to ccntracts in restraint of trade and the 
doctrine against restrictions upon competition. Longshore 
Print. & Pub. Co. v. Howell (1894) 26 Ore. 527, 28 L. R. A. 464, 
38 Pac. 547, might be quoted as an authority for the plaintiff, 
except as to the necessity fcr injunction. The court says (26 
Ore. 548, 28 L. R. A. 474, 38 Pac. 553): “While consipracy in 
itself is not an indictable offense under our law, all these 
authorities show conclusively that such a combination for the 
purpose of doing injury to the public cr to indfviduals is per 
se wrongful. Civil consequences are not changed by reason of 
the fact that the combination is not made a statutory offense.” 
When the court came to consider the question of the necessity 
shown for an injunction (there having been a demurrer), it 
said (page 552, 26 Ore., page 475, 28 L. R. A., and page 555, 38 
Pac,), that, although it might be inferred that a boycott was 
pending, they [certain notices] were not so positive nor so per- 
sistently and wickedly repeated and maintained as to authorize 
an injunction; and again (p. 555, 26 Ore., p. 476, 28 L. R. A., 
and page 556, 38 Pac.): “There is no such persistent, aggres- 
sive, and virulent boycott now in progress,” ete. It would 
seem to be rather too stringent to limit equity jurisdiction by 
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so many adjectives. But in the present case the injury is in 
progress, and is still threatened. McCauley Bros. v. Tlerney 
(1895) 19 R. 1. 255, 37 L. R. A. 455, 33 Atl. 1, is another case 
relied cn by defendants. If this decision is sound, it can only 
be on the idead that the defendants were seeking to obtain 
trade for themselves by saying, in effect: “If you deal with 
others, we will withdraw our patronage.” Whether such an 
agreement was legally enforceable need not be discussed. 
There was no effort to compel or ccerce others not members 
to be bound by their prices or views. If the decision in Bohn 
Mfg. Co. v. Hollis, 54 Minn, 223, sub nom. Bohn Mfg. Co. v. 
Nerthwestern Lumbermen’s Asso. 21 L. R. A. 337, 55 N. W. 
1119, can be sustained, it must be on the same idea. No com- 
pulsory measures seem to have been used to enforce obedience 
on members; nor does there appear to have been any effort to 
drive away from plaintiff cthers than those voluntarily acting 
together in concert, and no pressure on outsiders to maintain 
prices or incur ruin. In truth, however, some of what was 
said in that decision is ungound, and not in accord with cases 
already cited. It has been ccnsiderably criticised. See Bailey 
v. Master Plumbers’ Asso, 103 Tenn. 99, 46 L. R. A. 561, 52 
$. W. 857; Eddy, Combinations, Sec. 560, p. 476, note; Jackson 
vy. Stanfield (1894) 137 Ind..592, 23 L. R. A. 596, 36 N. EB. 3465, 
37 N. B. 14. Cote v. Murphy (1894) 159 Pa. 420,23. L. R. A. 
135, 28 Atl. 191, and Buchanan v. Kerr, 159 Pa. 433, 28 Atl. 195, 
held that where employees had entered into a combination to 
control by artificial means the supply of labor, preparatcry to 
a demand for an advance in wages, a combination of em- 
ployers to resist such artificial advance is not unlawful, since 
it is not made to lower the price of labcr, as regulated by 
supply and demand. Certain Pennsylvania statutes were also 
considered as indicative of public policy on the line of com- 
bining to meet combination. The strong statement cf Gibson, 
J., in regard to conspiracies (Com, ex rel. Chew v. Carlisle, 
Brightly (Pa.) 40), is cited with approval. In Payne v. West- 
ern & A. R. Co, (1884) 13 Lea, 507, 49 Am. Rep. 666, there was 
no question of combination or ccnspiracy at all; and the 
Supreme Court of the same State rendered the decision in 
the later case of Bailey v. Master Plumbers’ Asso., already re-

ferred to. John D, Park & Sons Co. v. Naticnal Wholesale 
Druggists’ Asso. 54 App. Div. 223, 66 N. Y. Supp. 615, is cited. 
We must leave to the honorable courts of that State to recon- 
cile that decision with the principle ruled in John D. Park & 
Sons Co. v. National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso. 50 N. Y. 
Supp. 1064, where, as quoted in 1 Eddy, Combinations, Sec. 
330, p. 213, it was held: “It is in restraint of trade and un- 
lawful for a manufacturer to become a party to a combina- 
tion which shall prevent any of his customers from obtain- 
ing cther goods of other manufacturers because those cus- 
tomers violate the agreement with him in respect to the cutting 
of prices; and also with People v. Sheldon, 139 N. Y. 251, 
23 lL. R. A. 221, 34 N. EB. 785. It seems, too, that in some 
cases in New York and elsewhere an idea has arisen of deter- 
mining how much competition is desirable, and apparently 
cf holding that extreme competition is undesirable, and a 
The fallacy of such 
a standard is clearly shown by Judge Taft in United States 
v. Addystone Pipe & Steel Co. 46 L. R. A. 122. 29 C. C. A. 141, 
54 U. S. App. 723, 85 Fed. 271, ard by Mr. Freeman in his 
note to Harding v. American Glucose Co, (Ill.) 74 Am. St. Rep. 
268. Brewster v. C. Miller’s°Sons Co. (1897) 101 Ky. 368, 38 
u. R. A. 505, 41°S. W. 301, held that an associaticn of under- 
takers might lawfully agree to decline to render service in 
their business to one who had refused to pay a bill to some 
member of the association for similar services previously 
rendered. Here, also, there was no effort to compel persons 
not members to uphold the prices or obey the dictates of. the 
association, or to coerce members or others, but only a volun- 
tary, united refusal to serve a person who would not pay for 
similar services. Continental Ins. Co. v. Fire Underwriters, 
67 Fed. 310, sought to follow the decision in the Mcgul Steam- 
chip Case, and held that the acts there complained of were 
for the purpose of competition, and not maliciowsly done. 
Here, again, there was ne effort to drive out of business com- 
panies not members, further than non-intercourse, and not 
having the same agents. So far as the enforcing of these pro- 
visions by a penalty is concerned, the decision is in conflict 
with Boutwell v. Marr, 71 Vt. 1, 43 L. R, A, 803, 42 Atl, 607, 








Conditional Sale Contracts in Bankruptcy. 


By Max Isaac, Author of “Annotations of Decisions of United States Courts on Sections of 
the Georgia Code.” 


The relationship of the vendor of personal property on 
conditional contract of sale to the trustee in bankruptcy of 
an insolvent estate and the rights of the vendor to reclaim 
his property in the bankrupt court form an all-important topic. 
Little attention appears to have been given this subject by 
law writers on the subject of bankruptcy, except in a general 
way, when the vast commercialism of the country and the 
large interests involved render this subject of supreme im- 
portance to the large number of dealers who sell their wares 
almost exclusively on conditional contracts of sale or on the 
installment plan, reserving the right of title in themselves 
until the entire purchase money has been paid. 

It is not the purpose of the writer to discuss the general 
subject of conditional contracts of sale. It is the status only 
of the vendor of property on conditional contract of sale in 
bankruptcy with which we will have to do. 

Eliminating from our discussion the question of the 
ordinary rights of third persons, let us first see what position 
the trustee of a bankrupt estate occupies under the Act of 


1898 with regard to the property held by the bankrupt under 
conditional contract of sale. Whether or not the State 
statutes have been complied with as to the registration of 
the contract of sale seems to us to be of no importance for 


| the reason that the courts of bankruptcy seem inclined to 


follow the common law rule that the trustee has no better 
title to such property than the bankrupt, and this seems to 
prevail in bankruptcy courts over State laws. Indeed, the 
Supreme Court of the United States recognized this rule in 


| deciding this point under the Act of 1867 in the case of 


Stewart v. Platt, 101 U. S. 731. Nevertheless, considerable 
confusion has arisen by the injection into this rule of ques- 
tions involving rights of vendors who had failed to comply 
with the State laws on the subject of registration. No such 
confusion, however, ought really to exist. 

The trustee, under the Act of 1898, upon his appointment 
and qualification, becomes vested by law with the title of the 
bankrupt to property which prior to the filing of the petition 
he could by any means had transferred, or which might have 
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been levied upon and sold under judicial process against him. 
Bankruptcy Act 1898, Section 70 (5). In construing this sec- 
tion of the bankruptcy act Mr. Collier, in his work on bank- 
ruptcy, page 462, under the heading “Title Subject to All 
Equities,” says: “In the absence of any fraud giving to the 
trustee, as the representative of the creditors, the right to 
evoid transfers and incumbrances made by the bankrupt, the 
trustee takes only such rights and interests in the property 
as the bankrupt himself could have asserted at the time of 
the bankruptcy. The trustee is affected with every equity 
which would affect the bankrupt himself if he was asserting 
those rights and interests.” In re Dow, Fed. Cas. 4.036; 6 N. 
B. R. 10, quoting from Bacon v. Heathcote, 1 Atk. 160, “The 
ground that the court goes upon is this, that assignees of 
bankrupts, though toey are trustees for the creditors, yet 
stand in the place of the bankrupt, and they can take in 
no better manner than he could.” See also Stewart v. Platt, 
101 U. S. 731; Yeatman v. Savings Inst., 95 U. S. 764; Mont- 
gomery v. Bucyrus Mach. Co., 92 U. S. 257; Strong v. Clawson, 
5 Gilman, 346; and cases cited umder section 67; also Jewson 
v. Moulsin, 2 Atk. 418; Mitford v. Mitford, 9 Ves. 87; Worrall 
v. Marlur, 1 P. Wms. 459; Mitchell v. Winslow, Fed. Cas. 9,673; 
2 Story, 630; Winson v. McLellan, 2 Story, 495; Ex parte 
Newhall, Fed. Cas. 10,159; 2 Story, 363; Fiske v. Hunt, Fed. 
vas. 4,831; 2 Story, 584. 
* Under the heading “Insolvency and Bankruptcy,” 16 
American and English Encyclopedia of Law (second edition), 
page 727, the rights of a trustee in property held conditionally 
are fully discussed, and the editor/says: “Conditional in- 
terests in property do not pass if the condition is such that 
the party held no power of disposal, but the rule is other- 
wise as to property of which the bankrupt is the substantial 
owner, although he held it subject to a condition which may 
affect his right to possession or enjoyment, or which may 
eventually defeat his title.” See also note 1 on page 728. 
There have been numerous adjudications under the Act 
of 1898 regarding the trustee’s rights in property of this char- 
* acter, and while the decisions are not altogether harmonious, 
it may safely be stated that the current of authority is in 
favor of the vendor’s right to recover the property held by his 
bankrupt vendee from the trustee in bankruptcy whenever 
that property is found in the possession of the trustee. 

One of the early aujudications on this question under the 
Act of 1898 was the decision in re Geo. W. McKay, 1 American 
Bankruptcy Reports, page 292 (Dist. Court Ohio), where it is 
held that such property is not an asset of the bankrupt, and 
title to it would not pass to the trustee upon his appoint- 
ment. If the trustee obtains possession the court will order 
him to return the property to the vendor. It is further held 
that the trustee in bankruptcy acquires no greater title than 
the conditional vendee had, even though there is a State 
statute in effect which provides that as to the creditors 
without notice the conditional sale shall be deemed absolute 
unless the contract of sale is filed in the recorder’s office. If 
stich contract had not been filed the common law rule that 
the trustee has no better title than the bankrupt is recog- 
nized by the United States courts and prevails fn bankruptcy 
over State statutes. 


The next decision along the same line and establishing 
the same doctrine is the case In re Ohio Co-operative Shear 
Company, 2 American Bankruptcy Reports, 775 (Dist. Court 
Ohio), in which case the following language is used: “The 
trustee in bankruptcy can assert in behalf of the general 
creditors no claim of property or of proceeds of the sale of 
property which.the bankrupts themselves could have not as- 
serted in a contest exclusively between them and their mort- 
gagee.” And it was further held in this case that although 
there had been no filing or recording of the contract of con- 
ditional sale the contract was valid as between the parties and 
against the creditors of the bankrupt. 
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mn re Bozeman, 2 American Bankruptcy Reports, 9 ey 
(Dist. Court Ga), it was held that where a bankrupt helg chs 
property under a conditional bill of sale which had not bee, gold ant

In re Sewell, 7 American Bankruptcy Reports, 133 (Dist. 
Court Ky.), the court holds that a contract for the sale of 
personal property reserving the title in the seller, though 
unrecorded, is valid as against the trustee in bankruptcy of 
the conditional vendee and his general creditors whose on 
arose after the sale. 

In re Kellogg, 7 American Bankruptcy Reports, 270 isl 
Court N. Y.), decides that in New York under a 0 one ; 
sale of property the title of the conditional vendor is um 
affected as to the creditors of the bankrupt vendee by reason 
of the failure to record the contract, and such title is held up 
against the trustee in bankruptcy of the conditional vendee. — 
And it is further held in this case that under section 70 (a) 
of the bankrupt act the trustee is granted no higher title 
than was in the bankrupt at the time the property passed by 
operation of law to the trustee, and as the interest of a 
creditor in the property is affected by no other section of the ~ j 
bankruptcy statutes his claim must stand or fall upon its. : 
proper construction. . 

In re Josephson, 8 American Bankruptcy Reports, 423 — 
(Dist. Court Ga.), it is held that where, by the laws of the — 
State a mortgage is valid between the parties, though un-_ 
recorded, the same rule would be followed in the bankruptcy 
courts as against the claims of opposing creditors. 

The latest deliverance on this subject is In re Burkle, 
8 American Bankruptcy Reports, 542 (Dist. Court Conn.), de — 
ciding that where a cash register is sold with reservation of 
title until paid for, the seller is entitled eo reclaim it from 
the purchaser’s trustee in bankruptcy if the balance of the 
purchase money is not paid, although the contract was signed 
by the bankrupt’s husband in her name, the agent of the 
seller supposing that the husband in fact signed his own 
name. This case is particularly interesting in view of the 
fact that it virtually overrules the decision In Re Yukon 
Woolen Company, 8 American Bankruptcy Reports, 805 (Dist. 
Court. Conn.), often cited as authority to sustain the con- 
trary of the doctrine herein announced. In support of the 
contrary the cases In Re Tatem, Mann & Company, 6 Ameri- 
can Bankruptcy Reports, 426 (Dist. Court N. C.), and In Re 
Holland, 6 American Bankruptcy Reports, 495 (Dist. Court 
N. Y.), plafnly show their weakness. 

True the Circuit Court of Appeals of the Seeond Circuit 
In Re Garcewich, 8 American Bankruptcy Reports, 140, has 
held that where goods were sold to the bankrupt upon credit 
and upon the understanding that the title to such of them as 
should not be sold by him should remain in the vendor unti} T 
the payment of the purchase price, the transaction cannot 
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be upheld as a conditional sale, yet the circumstances con- 
nected with the case render the transaction colorable and 
that the court recognized the fact that where property is fairly 
gold and delivered under an express agreement that the title 
remains in the vendor until the payment of the purchase price, 
guch a contract would be binding in bankruptcy, and title 
would not vest in the purchaser until complied with. 








On the whole, it may be safely stated that the bent of all 
authority is in favor of the protection of the vendor’s lien. irre- 
spective of the question whether the contracts have been re- 
corded, and courts of bankruptcy exercising the benign au- 
thority of courts of equity will generally accord to the bona 
fide vendor a delivery of his goods in the possession of a 
trustee purchased by a bankrupt on conditional contract. 








Difficulties of The Hague Court of Arbitration.

Now that The Hague Arbitration Court has without fric- 
tion decided its first case, the sphere of its activities is 
thought to be on the eve of indefinite enlargement. In other 
words, the tribunal is looked upon as a magnificent success. The 
“Pious Fund” dispute was decided in favor of the contention 
of the United States. Mexico must pay the lump sum of 
$1,420,682.67 in her own legal currency for the benefit of the 
Roman Catholic Church in California, and an annual sum of 
$43,059.99 in Mexican money (beginning February 2, 1903) in 
perpetuity for the same beneficiary.

before the court involves the famous house tax in Japan. This 
has long been a burning question in Tokyo, especially to ten- 
ants of real estate. They deny the Government’s right to 
Make them pay any money that is not called for in their 
leases.

It is not to be inferred, however, that to this auguht 
tribumal life is to be all “beer and skittles.” The court has 
many enemies. “It is an open secret,” says the editor of the 
“Review of Reviews” (London), “that some, at least, of the 
governments who signed the convention under the constrain- 
ing influence of the Czar’s prestige and popular enthusiasm 
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for the cause would be very glad if The Hague Court were 
dissolved:” 


“T had the pleasure of visiting The Hague last month, and 
saw for the first time the premises which had been secured for 
the use of the court. It is a building in the Prinzengracht 
fronting on a canal which is shortly to be drained and the 
space now occupied by the canal converted into a broad es- 
planade. The premises are taken on a five years’ lease, at the 
remarkably low rent of £100 (about $500) a year. The house 
does not stand by itself, but has a prettily laid out garden in 
the rear. It has been fitted up for the use of the court, and 
on the walls are hung portraits of the sovereigns, prime 
ministers and plenipotentiaries who took part in the founding 
of the court. The room where the council meets for the pur- 
pose of auditing the accounts and swperintending the opera- 
tion of the bureau is furnished with chairs, each of which 
bears the name and the arms of the Power for the use of 
whose diplomatic representative it is. Another room is set 
apart for the library, for the replenishing of whose shelves 
the modest sum of £40 (about $200) a year is allocated by 
the economical council. Besides the court room in which 
the court will sit to adjudicate upon disputes brought before 
it, there are also retiring rooms, secretaries’ rooms, and other 
necessary accommodation. The bureau as an office is com- 
modious, swpposing that arbitrations are occasional; but if 
the practice became general of referring disputes to the ad- 
judication of The Hague Tribunal, it is quite evident that the 
present premises will be insufficient and inconvenient.” 


Apart from the materia! difficulty, there is the moral one. 
Will the court be thoroughly trusted? The London “Spec- 
tator” speaks thus of “the grand difficulty of arbitration as a 
world-wide system:” 


“The contestants do not completely trust the impartiality 
of the arbitrator, and their want of confidence, even if 
foumded* on ignorance, impairs or destroys respect for his 
decision. It may be possible to construct a court which will 
be universally respected, but it has not been done yet; and 
there is one difficulty in the way of) doing it which nobody 
mentions, but which diplomatists know to be real. A decision 
may affect such masses of property that bribery on a great 
scale will often be tried, or what is nearly as bad, suspected. 








The court may be impeccable, but it must trust experts, who 
may not be.” ‘ 

The confusion of tongues in The Hague Court has causeq 
difficulties that were noe anticipated and which more than 
Once reduced the members of the tribunal and the litigants 
alike to helplessness. To quote the “Memorial Diplomaticque” 
(Paris) : 

“The difficulties of polyglot discussion were demonstrated 
anew before the tribunal at The Hague, where’the sessions 
were so many reproductions of the confusion at the tower 
of Babel. Never was more clearly shown the need of a 
uniform language. The multiplicity of tongues was not the 
outcome of any principle. It resulted merely from the fact 
that judges, advocates and the representatives of the several 
governments had no common language for all to speak and 
write. Thus, for instance, one of the arbitrators, Mr. Manzet, 
understands scarcely any French at all, or for that matter any 
English. The advocates for the United States of America, 
moreover, are not sulficiently masters of our tongue to plead 
in French. They had, therefore, to deliver their discourses in 
English. Hence there transpired at one session a scene that. 
cannot be permitted to pass without comment. Mr. Penfield, 
pleading for the United States, had just made a fine address 
in his native language. Mr. Bernaert, Mexico’s advocate, was. 
to reply. But the former Belgian minister did not sufficiently 
understand English to seize all the points made by his 
eloquent opponent. Yet it was impossible for him to reply 
to what he had failed to comprehend. Mr. Bernaert asked 
leave to defer his reply until the next day. This equitable 
request was at first refused, largely because of the opposition 
of Mr. Martens, one of the advocates for the United States. 
Mr. Bernaert knew that right was on his side. He insisted, 
pointing out that it was impossible for him to reply to what 
he had not understood. The audience, comprehending the 
situation, took the Belgian orator’s part. There was pro 
longed delay. The proceedings grew noisy, and general pro- 
tests were made to the judges. The court thereupon under 
stood that it must give way on this point, and it granted Mr. 
Bernaert the additional time he had asked for.” 

All of which leads this observer to the conclusion that 
“there can be no charge of jingoism” if it be urged that the 
language of the court be for the future French. 








A Code of Legal Ethics.* 


Prepared by Judge T. P. Jacobs, of the Special Committee Appointed by the West Virginia 
Bar Association. 


The purity and efficiency of judicial administration, which 
under our system is largely government itself, depends as 
much upon the character, conduct and demeanor of attorneys 
in their great trust, as upon the fidelity and learning of courts, 
or the honesty and intelligence of juries. 

“There is perhaps no profession, after that of the sacred 
ministry, in which a high-toned morality is more imperatively 
necessary than that of the law. There is certainly, without 
any exception, no profession in which so many temptations 
beset the path to swerve from the lines of strict integrity, 
in which so many and difficult questions of duty are constantly 
arising. There are pitfalls and man-traps at every step, and 
the mere youth at the very cutset of his career, needs often 
the prudence of self-denial as well as the moral courage, which 
belong commonly to riper years. High moral principle is his 
only safe guide; the oniy torch to light his way amidst dark- 
ness and obstruction.”—Sherwood. 





’'No rule will determine an attorney’s duty in the varying 
phases of every case. What is right and proper must, in the 
absence of statutory rules and an authoritative code, be as 
certained in view of the peculiar facts, in the light of con- 
science, and the conduct of honorable and distinguished at- 
torneys in similar cases, and by the analogy to the duties en- 
joined by statute and the rules of good neighborhood. 


The following general rules are adopted by the Bar As 
sociation of the State of West Virginia for the guidance of 
ius members: 





*The editor has received numerous letters from attorneys 
whe are about to form bar associations relative to a pro- 
posed ccde of ethics. One of the best set of rules that we 
have been able to discover is the following, prepared 
Judge Jacobs. ' 
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DUTY OF ATTORNEYS TO COURT AND JUDICIAL OF- 
FICERS. 

1. The respect enjoined by law for courts and judicial 
owtiicers is exacted fcr the sake of the office and not for the 
individual who adiministers it, and opinion of the incumbent, 
however well founded, can not excuse the withholding of the 
respect due the office, while administering its functions. 

2. The proprieties of the judicial station, in a great meas- 
ure, disable the judge frcm defending himself against stric- 
inres upon his officia: conduct. For this reason, and because 
such criticisms tend to impair public confidence in the ad- 
ministration of justice, attorneys should, as a rule, refrain from 
published criticism of judicial conduct, especially in reference 
io causes in which they have been cf counsel, otherwise than 
in courts of review, or when the conduct of the judge is 
necessarily involved in determining his removal from or con- 
tinuance in office. 

3. Marked attention and unusual hospitality to a judge, 
when the relations of the parties are such that they would 
not otherwise be extended, subject both judge and attorney 
to misconstruction and should be sedulously avoided. A self- 
respecting independence in the discharge of the attorney’s 
duties, which at the same time does not withhold the courtesy 
and respect due to the judge's station, is the only just founda- 
tion for cordial, personal and official relations between bench 
and bar. All attempts by means beyond these to gain special 
cecnsideration and favor of a judge are disreputable, 

4. Courts and judicial officers, in the rightful exercise of 
thelr functions, should always receive the support and 
countenance of attorneys against unjust criticism and popular 
clamor; and it is an attorney's duty to give them his moral 
suppcrt in all proper ways, and particularly by setting a good 
«<xample in his own person of obedience to law. 

5. The utmost candor and fairness should characterize 
the dealings of attorneys with the courts and with each other. 
Knowingly citing as authority an overruled case, or reading a 
repealed statute as in existence; knowingly misquoting the 
language of a decision or a text-book; knowingly mis-stating 
the contents of a paper, the testimony of a witness, or the 
ianguage or arguments,of the opposite counsel; offering evi- 
dence which it is known the court must reject as illegal, to get 
it before the jury under the guise of arguing its admissibility, 
and all kindred practices are deceits and evasions unworthy of 
attorneys. 

Purposely concealing or withholding in the opening argu- 
ments positions Intended finally to be relied on, in order that 
the opposite counsel may not discuss them, is unprofessional. 
Courts and juries look with disfavor on such practices and 
are quick to suspeet the weakness of the cause which has need 
to resort to them. 

In the argument of demurrers, admission of evidence, and 
other questions of law, counsel should carefully refrain from 
“side bar’ remarks and sparring discourse to influence the 
jury or bystanders. Personal colloquies between counsel tend 
to delay and promote unseemly wrangling and ought to be 
discouraged. 

6. Attorneys owe it to the courts and the public whose 
business the courts transact, as well as to their own clients, 
to be punctual in attendance on their causes; and whenever an 
attorney is late he should apolcgize or explain his absence. 

7. One side must always lose the cause, and it is not wise 
or respectful to the court for attorneys to display temper be- 
cause of adverse ruling. 





DUTIES OF ATTORNEYS TO EACH OTHER, TO CLIENTS | 


AND TO THE PUBLIC. 


8..An attorney should strive at all times, to uphcld the 
honor, maintain the dignity and promote the usefulness of 
the profession, for it is so interwoven with the administra- 
lion of justice that whatever redcunds to the good of one ad- 
vances the other, and the attorneys thus discharge, not merely 


an obligation to his brothers, but a high duty to the State and 
his fellow man. 

9. An attorney should not speak slightingly or disparag- 
ingly of his profession, or pander in any way to the unjust 
popular prejudices against it; and should scrupulously refrain 
at all Limes and in all relations of life, from availing himself 
cf any prejudice or popular misconception against lawyers, 
in order to carry a point against a brother attorney. 

10. Nothing has been more potential in creating and pan- 
dering to popular prejudice against lawyers as a class, and 
in withholding from the profession the full measure of public 
esteem and confidence which belong to the proper discharge of 
its duties than the false claim, often set up by the un- 
scrupulous, in defense of questionable transactions, that it is 
an attorney’s duty to do everything to succeed in his client’s 
cause. 

An attorney “owes entire devotion to the interest of his 
client, warm zeal in the maintenance and defense of his 
cause, and the exertion of the utmost skill and ability,” to 
the ond that nothing may be taken or ‘withheld from him 
save by the rules of law legally applied. No sacrifice or peril, 
cven to loss of life itself, can absolve from the fearless dis- 
charge of this duty. Neveretheless, it is steadfastly to be 
borne in mind that the great trust is to be performed within 
and not without the bounds of the law which creates it. The 
attorney's office does not destroy man’s accountability to 
his Creator or lessen the duty of obedience to law and the 
obligation to his neighbor; and it does not permit, much less 
demand, violation of law or any manner of fraud or chicanery 
for the client’s sake. 

i. Attorneys should fearlessly expose before the proper 
tribunals corrupt or dishonest conduct in the profession, and 
there should never be a hesitancy in accepting employment 


against an attorney who has wronged his client. 

\2. An attorney appearing or continuing as private coun- 
sel in the prosecution of a crime of which he believes the 
accused innocent forswears himself. The State’s attorney is 
criminal if he presses for a conviction, when upon the evi- 
dence he believes the prisoner innocent. If the evidence is not 
plain enough to justify a nolle prosequi, a public prosecutor 
should submit the case, with such comments as are pertinent, 


accompanied by a candid statement of his own doubts. 


13. An attorney cannot reject the defense of a person ac- 
cused of a criminal offense because he knows or believes him 
guilty. It is his duty by all fair and lawful means to present 
such defenses as the law of the land permits, to the end that 
no one may be deprived of his life or liberty but by the process 
of law. 

i4. An attorney must decline in a civil cause to conduct 
a prosecution, when satisfied that the purpose is merely to 
harass or injure the opposite party, or to work oppression and 
wrong. 

». It is a bad practice for an attorney to communicate or 
argue privately with the judge as to the merits of his cause. 

16. Newspaper advertisements, circulars, and business 
cards, tendering professional services to the general public 
are proper, but special solicitation of particular individuals to 
become clients is disreputable. Indirect advertisements for 
business, by furnishing or inspiring editorials or press notices 
regarding causes in which the attorney takes part, the manner 
in which they were conducted, the importance of his position, 
the magnitude of the interests involved, and all other like 
self-laudation is of evil tendency and wholly unprofessional. 

\7. Newspaper publication by an attcrney as to the merits 
of pending or anticipated litigation, call forth discussion and 
reply from the opposite party, tend to prevent a fair trial 
in the courts, and otherwise prejudice the due administration 
of justice. It requires a strong case to justify such publica- 
tions, and when proper it is unprofessional to make them 
anonymously. 
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18. When an attorney is witness for his client, except as to 
formal matters, such as the attestation or custedy of an in-* 
strument and the like, he should Jeave the trial of the cause 
te other counsel. Except when essential to the ends of justice 
an attorney should scrupulously avoid testifying in court in 
behalf cf his client as to any matter. 

19. Assertions sometimes made by counsel in argument of 
a@ personal belief of the client’s innocence or the justice of his 
cause, are to be disccuraged. . 

20. It is indecent to hunt up defects in titles and the like, 
and inform thereof, in order to be employed to bring suit; or to 
seek out a person supposed to have.a cause of acticn, and en- 
deavor to get a fee to litigate about it. Except where the ties 
of blood, relationship or trust make it an attorney’s duty, it 
is unprcfessional to volunteer advice to bring = lawsuit. Stir- 
ring up strife and litigation is forbidden by law and dis- 
reputable in morals. 

21. Communications and confidence between clients and 
attorney are the property and secrets of the cliexut, and cannot 
be divulged except at his instance; even the deati: of his client 
does not absolve the attorney frem his obligation of secrecy. 

22. The duty not to divulge the secrets of clients extends 
further than mere silence by the attorney, and ferbids accept- 
ing retainers or employment afterwards from others involving 
the client’s interest in the matters about which the confidence 
was reposed. When the secrets or confidence of a former client 
may be availed of or be material in a subsequent suit, as a 
basis of any judgment which may injuriously affect his rights, 
the attorney cannot appear in such cases without the consent 
of his former client. 

23. An attorney can never attack an instrument or paper 
drawn by him for an infirmity apparent on its face; nor for 
any other cause where confidence has been reposed as to the 
facts concerning it. Where the attorney acted as a mere 
scrivener, and was not consulted as to the facts, and, unknown 
to him, the transaction amounted to a violation of the laws, 
he may assail it on that ground in suits between third per- 
sons, or between parties to the instrument and strangers. 


24. An attorney, cpenly and in his true character, may 
render purely professional service before committees .regard- 
ing proposed legislation, and in the advocacy of claims before 
departments of the government, upon the same principles of 
ethics which justify his appearance before the courts; but it 
is immoral and illegal for an attorney so engaged to conceal his 
attorneyship, or to employ secret personal solicitations, or to 
use means other than those addressed to the reason or under- 

standing, to influence action. 

25. Au attorney can never represent conflicting interests 
in the same suit or transaction, except by express consent of all 
concerned, with full knowledge of the facts. Even then, such 
supposition is embarrassing, and ought to be avoided. An 
attorney represents conflicting interests, within the meaning 
of the rulé, when it is his duty, in behalf of one of his clients, 
to contend for that which duty to other clients in the trans- 
action requires him to oppose. 

26. “It is not desirable professional reputation to live and 

* die with—that of a royeh tongue, which makes a man to be 
sought and retained to gratify the malevolent feeling of a 
suitor, in hearing the other side well lashed and vilified.” 

27. An attorney is under no obligation to minister to the 
malevolence or prejudice of a client in the trial or conduct of 
acause. The cHent cannot be made the keeper of an attorney’s 
conscience in professional matters. He cannot demand as of 
right that his attorney shall abuse the opposite party, or in- 
dulge in offensive personalities. The attorney under the 
solemnity of his oath must determine for himself whether 
such a course is essential to the ends of justice, and therefore 
justifiable. 

28. Clients, and not their attorneys, are the litigants, and 
whatever may be the ill feeling existing between clients it is 





unprofessional for attcrneys. to partake of it in their conduct 
and demeanor to each other, or to suitors in the case. 

29. In the conduct of litigation and the trial of causes, the 
attorneys should try the merits cf the cause, and not try each 
other. It is not proper to allude to, or comment upon, the. per- 
sonal history or mental or physical peculiarities to idiosyn- 
crasies of opposite counsel. Personalities should always be 
avoided, and the utmost courtesy always extended to an hen- 
orable opponent. 

30. As to incidental matters pending the trial, not affect- 
ing the merits of the cause, or working substantial prejudice 
to the rights of the client, such as forcing the opposite at- 
torney to trial when he is under affliction or bereavement; 
forcing the trial on a particular day to the serious injury of 
the opposite attorney, when no harm will result from a trial 
at a different time; the time allowed for signing a bill of 
exceptions, crossing interrogatories and the like, the attorney 
must be allowed to judge. No client has a right to demand 
that his attorney shall be liberal in such matters, or that he 
should do anything therein repugnant to his own sense of 
honor and propriety; and if such a course is insisted on the 
attorney should retire from the cause. 

31. The miscarriage to which justice is subject and the 
uncertaimty of predicting results, admonish attorneys to 
beware of bold and confident assurance to clients, especially 
where the employment depends upon the assurance and the 
case is not plain. 

32. Prompt freparation for trial, punctuality in answering 
letters and keeping engagements, are due from an attorney to 
his client, and do much to strengthen their confidence and 
sriendship. 

33. An attorney is in honor bound to disclose to the client 
at the time of retainer all the circumstances of his relation to 
the parties, or interest or connection with the controversy 
which might justly influence the client in the selection of his 
attorney. He must decline to appear in any cause where his 
obligations or relations to the opposite party will hinder or 
seriously embarrass the full and fearless discharge of all his 
duties, 

34. An attorney should endeavor to obtain full knowledge 
of his client’s cause before advising him, and is bound to give 
him a candid opinion on the merits and probable result of 
his cause. When the controversy will admit of it, he ought to 
seek to adjust it without litigation, if practicable. 

35. Money or other trust property coming into the posses- 
sion of an attorney should. be promptly reported, and never 
commingled with his private property or used by him, except 
with the client’s knowledge and consent. 

36. Attorneys should, as far as possible, avoid becoming 
either borrowers or creditors of their clients; and they, ought 
scrupulously to refrain from bargaining about the subject mat- 
ter of the litigation, eo long as the relation of attorney and 
client continues. 

37. Natural solicitude of clients often prempts them to 
offer assistance of additional counsel. This should not be met, 
as it sometimes is, as evidence of want of confidence; but, 
after advising frankly with the client, it should be left to his 
determination, 

38. Important agreements affecting the rights of clients, 
should, as far as possible, be reduced to writing; but it is 
dishonorable to avoid performance of an agreement fairly 
made, because not reduced to writing, as required by rules of 
court. 

39. Attorneys should not ignore known customs or prac- 
tice of the bar of a particular court, even when the law per- 


‘mits, without giving the opposite counsel timely notice. 


40. An attorney should not attempt to compromise with 
the opposite party without notifying his attorney if practi- 
cable. 

41. When attorneys jointly associated in a cause cannot 
agree as to any matter vital to the interest of their elient, the 
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course to be pursued should be left to his determination. 
The client’s decision should be cheerfully acquiesced in, unless 
the nature cf the difference makes it impracticable for the 
attorneys to co-operate heartily and effectively, in which évent 
it is his duty to ask to be discharged. 

42. An attorney ought not to engage in discussion or argu- 
ments about the merits of the case with the opposite party 
without notice to his attorney. 

43. Satisfactory relations between attorney and client are 
best preserved by a frank and explicit understanding at the 
outset as to the amount of the attorney’s compensation, and, 
where it is possible, this should always be agreed on in ad- 
vance, 

44. In general, it is better to yield something to a client’s 
dissatisfaction at the amount of the fee, though the sum be 
reasonable, than to engage in a lawsuit to justify it, which 
ought always to be avoided, except as a last resort to prevent 
imposition and fraud. 

45. In fixing fees the following elements should be con- 
sidered: ist—-The time and labor required, the novelty and 
difficulty of the questions involved, and the skill requisite to 
properly conduct the cause; 2d—Whether the particular case 
will debar the attorney’s appearance for others in cases likely 
to arise out of the transaction, and in which there is a reason- 
able expectation that the attorney would otherwise be em- 
ployed, and herein of the loss of other business while em- 
ployed in the particular case, and the antagonism with other 
clients growing out of the employment. 3d—The customary 
charges of the bar for similar services. 4th—The real amount 
involved and the benefit resulting from the service. 5th— 
Whether the compensation was contingent or assured. 6th— 
Is the client a regular one, retaining the attorney in all his 
business? No one of these considerations is in itself con- 
trolling. They are mere guides in ascertaining what the ser- 
vice was really worth; and in fixing the amount it should never 
be forgotten that the profession is a branch of the administra- 
tion of justice and not a mere money-getting trade. 

46. Contingent fees may be contracted for, but they lead to 
many abuses, and certain compensation is to be preferred. 

47. Casual and slight services should be rendered without 
charge by one attorney to another in his personal cause; but 








when the service goes beyond this, an attorney may be charged 
as other clients. Ordinary advice and services to the family 
of a deceased attorney should be rendered without charge in 
most instances, and where the circumstances make it proper 
to charge, the fees should generally be less than in cases of 
other clients. 


48. Witnesses and suitors should be treated with fairness 


and kindness. When essential to the ends of justice to arraign 
their conduct or testimony, it should be done without vilifica-, 
tion or unnecessary harshness. Fierceness cf manner and un- 
civil behavior can add nothing to the truthful dissection of 


a false witness’ testimony, and often rob deserved strictures 
of proper weight. 


49. It is the duty of the court and its officers to provide 
for the comfort of the jurors. Displaying special concern for 
their comfort and volunteering to ask favors for them while 
they are present—such as frequent motions to adjourn trials, 
or take a recess, solely on the ground of the jury’s fatigue or 
hunger, the uncomfortableness of their seats or the court room, 
and the like—should be avoided. Such intervention of at- 
torneys, when proper, ought to be had privately with the court, 
whereby there will be no appearance of fawning upon the 
jury, nor ground for ill feeling cf the jury toward the court 
or opposite counsel if such requests are denied. For like 
reasons one attorney should never ask another in the presence 
of the jury to comsent to its discharge or dispersion; and 
when such a request is made by the court, the attorneys, with- 
out indicating their preferences, should ask to be heard after 
the jury withdraws. And all propositions from counsel to dis- 
pense with argument should be made and discussed out cf the 


hearing of the jury. 

50. An attorney ought never to converse with jurors about 
the case, and must avoid all unnecessary communication, even 
as to matters foreign to the cause, both before and during 
the trial. Any other course, no matter how blameless the at- 
torney’s motives, gives color for imputing evil designs, and 
often leads fo seandal in the administration of justice. 

51. An attorney assigned as counsel for an indigent 
prisoner ought not to ask to be excused for any light excuse, 


and should always be a friend to the defenseless and oppressed. 








Law Libraries in the City of New York. 





With half a dozen large law publishing companies and 
half a hundred smaller ones, gtinding out their thousands 
and tens of thousands yearly, a large or even a well-equipped 
law library has become an impossibility for any but attorneys 
blessed with the very longest purses. The New York City 
Reports alone aggregate some hundred and seventy-two vol- 
umes for-the Court of Appeals, seventy-five for the Appellate 
Divisions, and thirty-nine for the lower courts. This is ex- 
clusive, too, of what are known as “Common Law Reports.” 

The writer has not stopped to figure the total number of 
volumes of reports issued by the West Publishing Company. 
Probably they aggregate somewhere about five hundred. 
There are fifty-seven volumes ‘of. the “Lawyers’ Reports An- 
notated,” and a harrowing array of digests and text books 


which completes a roll well calculated to bring devastation 
to the soul of the average practitioner. 

Another factor which enters into this question is the 
high rentals asked by the owners of modern office buildings. 
It takes room to store a law library, and with prices varying

from two to three dollars per square foot, more often the 
latter, the attorney must take serious counsel with himself 
whether or not it is advisable to permit this strain upon his 
resources. 

For this state of affairs combination is the only remedy. 
Accordingly, we find that the private law library of the 
young practitioner is apt to consist largely of the Code, the 
Revised Statutes and a set of the Court of Appeals’ Reports, 
with “Abbott’s Digest” added. For other works which he 
may have occasion to use resort is had to the library of which 
he happens to be a mémber. ’ 

There are six large libraries within the City of New 
York, a brief description of which may possibly interest the 
out-of-town practitioner. 

First on the list is the library of the New York Law 
Institute, contained in the Post Office Building, of which 
William H. Winters is librarian, and John F. Couillou as- 
sistant librarian. This association is the proud possessor of 
nearly sixty thousand volumes. The average annual increase 
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has been at a rate of 2,000 volumes. This library was founded 
in 1828 and incorporated by the Legislature two years later. 
Counselors and attorneys of the Supreme Court in New York 
City, and such other persons as the executive committee shall 
see fit to elect, may be chosen members, and distinguished 
individuals of the judiciary and of the profession in this and 
other States may be chosen honorary members. 

The initiation fee is $35. The annual dues, it is pro- 
vided, are not to exceed $20. If desired, the prospective 
candidate can either purchase one of the transferable shares 
of stock in the institute issued on or before May 1, 1865, sub- 
ject to the payment of all arrearages thereon due the in- 
stitute from a former holder (in which event he must still 
pay annual dues), or he can at the time of his election be 
come a life member by the payment of $75 additional.

The 
New York Law Institute list since 1870 includes the law peri.

Austria, France, Holland, Belgium, Italy and Spain. Perhaps 
no other library has so full and varied a collection. and fifty

The library is open from 9 a. m. to 10 p. m. between 
September 15 and June 15, and from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. during 
the remainder of the year, except Sundays and holidays, and 
between August 15 and September 1, when it is closed. 
Unlike any other law library within the city, books may be 
withdrawn and taken for consultation to the member’s office, 
upon written receipt, subject, however, to the librarian’s re- 
fusal as to any particular book or books. -Mr. Winters is con- 
sidered to be the best law librarian in the country, and it is 
due largely to his unremitting efforts that the association 
possesses this magnificent collection. A history of the 
library has been written by him, which is well worth perusal. 
It is found in volume 1 of the History of the Bench and Bar 
of New York City, which was published in 1897. He says ina 
recent report: 

“The old editions in general, many old text books, certain 
miscellaneous and the ordinary law reports are not likely to 
realize their binding cost, but the law periodicals, like rare 
books, increase in value from year to year. If the library

GARNISHMENT. 

The right to garnish a dubtor is held, in Tootle v. Cole- 
man (C. C. A. 8th C.) 57 L. R. A. 120, not to be limited to 
the situs of the chose in action; and the garnishment, by 
a citizen of one State, of a debtor of the same State whose 
creditor resides and whose debt was contracted and is pay- 
able in another State, is held to be such an attachment of 
the chose in action as will authorize the court to obtain 
jurisdiction to dispose of it by publication of the summons 
against the defendant.

GRANTING OF REPRIEVE A JUDICIAL POWER. 

The granting of a reprieve and the fixing of a date for

MEASURE OF DAMAGES. 

The measure of damages for breach of warranty of the 
capacity of a kiln for drying lumber, when there is no kiln of 
the agreed capacity on the market, is held, in Huyett-Smith 
Mfg. Co. v. Gray (N. C.) 57 L. R. A. 193, not to be the differ- 
ence between the value of the kiln sold and one of the required 
capacity, but the difference between the value of the ap- 
paratus delivered and the contract price. A note to this case 
reviews the authorities as to damages for breach of contract 
on sale of article that has no market price. 

Damages for the death of the child are held in Lathrope 
v. Flood (Cal.) 57 L. R. A. 215, not to be allowable in an action 
by husband and wife for the physician’s abandonment of the 
wife during her confinement.

LIABILITY OF WAREHOUSEMEN. 
For the deterioration of goods while in cold storage the 





warehouseman is held, in Marks v. New Orleans Cold Storage 
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Co. (La.) 57 L. R. A. 271, to be responsible notwithstanding 
a stipulation, in the receipt issued for the goods, to the effect 
isat he will not be responsible for “damage” to the goods. 

The value of wheat ‘stored in a public warehouse at the 
owner's risk of fire is held, in Moses v. Teetors (Kan.) 57 
L. R. A. 267, not to be recoverable by the owner from the 
warehouseman in case of a subsequent fire, where the identical 
wheat stored was sold according to the custom of the ware- 
houseman, known to the owner, to commingle grain so de- 
posited for storage with like quality belonging to him, and 
from such mass to sell from time to time and replenish with 
such other grain as should be brought to him for storage or 
he should buy, and when the warehouse burned it contained 
enough wheat of tfie quality stored to replace the same, and 
tae warehouseman had at all times kept on hand sufficient 
in quantity and quality to replace all wheat stored with him.

WILLS—LACHES OF DEVISEE. 

The negligent placing of a will so that its existence is 
not known for several years after testator’s death, and the 
laches of the devisee in not producing it, are held, in Reid 
v. Benge (Ky.) 57 L. R. A. 253, not to estop him from assert- 
ing his claim against one who has acquired title from the 
hejr, at any time before the right to probate or register the 
will is barred. The effect of delay in probating wills is dis- 
cussed in a note to the case. 


CARRIERS OF PASSENGERS—LIBERTY OF. 

A carrier is held, in United Railways & Electric Co. v. 
Hardesty (Md.) 57 L. R. A. 275, not to be obliged to honor a 
coupon from a commutation book of tickets intended for pas- 
sage between designated points, and which provide that they 
are not “good unless detached by the conductor,” when the 
coupon has been detached by the commuter and the book 
left with a member of his family, so that it is not present 
when he tenders the coupon in payment of fare.

The Ethics of 


Two things are pretty well established in the writer’s mind. 
The first is that the trace, profession or occupation of the 
vendor of gold bricks, apart from any ethical view, is apt to 
prove a somewhat remunerative one. Secondly, that is not 
an easy task to differentiate between what does and what 
does not constitute a sufficient change or addition to justify 
the issuance of a second edition of a scientific work. The 
author ofa law book has always to contend with the difficulty 
that if he does not make a sufficient amount of changes, he 
properly falls within the category of one who procures the 
coin of the realm from what we cannot but regard as the 
most easily worked profession in the world, under more or 
less suspicious circumstances. 


Hence we confine our remarks to the following examples, 
taken at random from the first and second editions of the 
American and English Encyclopaedia of Law, issued by the 
legal manufactory of our Northport friends.

Recent Decisions 


POWER OF NATIONAL BANKS TO PURCHASE CITY 
BONDS. 


In the month of February, 1900, the board of education 


of the city of Newport, Ky., 


being in debt in the sum of 


$27,200, decided to issue for the purpose of funding the debt 
{ts bonds of that amount, maturing at the end of forty years, 
redeemable after twenty years at its cption, and bearing in- 
terest at the rate of 4 per cent. per annum. The Newport Na- 
tional Bank bid for all the bonds, and offered therefor $27,945. 
This offer the city accepted, and agreed to deliver the bonds 
to the bank, but thereafter refused to carry out its contract, 


and sold the bonds to other persons. 


Thereupon the bank 


began suit for damages for breach of the contract. 
Now a corporation can engage in no business not author- 


ized by its charter. 


Its powers are only such as are conferred 


by the statute, and an enumeration of its powers in the 
statute is an exclusion of all others.

dences of debt. The board of education is a corporation created 
by the laws of this State} and its bonds are manifestly evi- 
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dences cf debt, and the transaction in question is therefore 
authorized by this provision of the national banking act, if 
the purchase of the bonds by the bank is warranted by the 
words “discounting and negotiating.” It is urged that the 
bid of the bank, being for more than the face of the bonds, 
was not a discounting of the bonds within the fair meaning 
of that term. Without stopping to inquire whether this is 
true or not, we are satisfied it is warranted by the word 
‘“negotiating,” which is a general word coming to us from the 
Latin, and signifying to carry on negotiations concerning and 
so to conduct business, to conclude a contract, or to transfer 
or arrange. The two expressions “discount and negotiate,” 
taken tegether, have a broader meaning than the word “dis- 
count” alone, and seem to us to have been used designedly by- 
Congress to authorize these fiscal agencies to invest their 
surplus in promissory notes, bills of exchange and other evi- 
dences of debt so as to make it remunerative. fm Leach v. 
Hale, 31 Iowa 69, 7 Am. Rep. 112, a National bank received 
United States bonds of one class on deposit under an agree- 
ment to exchange them for those of another class, and failed 
to make the exchange. It was held that the transacticn was 
not ultra vires. The court said: “It is the policy of the 
Government to encourage the purchase and sale of its bonds 
and te facilitate transactions in them, for thereby their value 
will be enhanced, and the credit of the Government in a 
measure promoted. It is not probable that Congress intended 
to impose restrictions upon the National banks, the most 
numerous class of financial agents in the ccuntry, which 
would operate to prohibit dealing in the securities of the gov- 
ernment in a manner usual among bankers and banking in- 
stitutions. The effect of such legislation, it is apparent, would 
tend to discourage transactions in these securities, and in a 
measure operate to lessen their value.” This case was followed 


by the Court of Appeals of New York in Yerkes v. Bank, 
69 N. Y. 382, 25 Am. Rep. 208; ‘and it has also been held that, 








as interest coupons attached to municipal bonds are evidences 
of debt in the nature of promissory notes, a National bank 
may deal in them. Bank v. Bennington, 16 Blatcnf. 53, Fea. 
Cas. No. 4,807. Every reason which sustains the power of a 
National bank to deal in the bonds of the United States or 
interest-bearing coupons of municipal bonds applies witb 
equal force to its purchase of corporate bonds, for one is pre- 
cisely an evidence of debt just as the other, and the purchase 
of one is no less a negotiation than the purchase of the other. 
The same reasons of public policy, too, apply in cne case as 
the other. A large part of the capital of tne country is in- 
vested in National banks, or controlled by them, and, if none 
of this capital could be applied to the purchase of municipal 
or corporate bonds, then the value of these securities would 
be greatly impaired, and much injustice would be done to 
the municipalities of the country. In Bank v. Boyd, 44 Md. 
47, 22 Am. Rep. 35, a customer deposited with a Naticnal 
bank certain municipal coupon bonds as collateral security 


for a debt then existing. After the debt was paid off, the - 


bonds were left with the bank on the idea that they should 
be a security for any future indebtedness. When such in- 
debtednes did not exist, the bonds were stolen from the bank, 
and it relied upon the plea of ultra vires to defeat the respon- 
sibility for them. It was held responsible, and the power of 
the bank to take such bonds as collateral security for a debt 
was upheld. The power to hold municipal bonds as collateral 
security for a debt not created is more fairly within the implied 
power to carry on a banking business than the power to buy 
such bonds outright. (Newport Nat. Bank v. Board of Educa- 
tion cf Newport [Ky.] 70 S. W. 186.) 


NEGLIGENCE OF DEPOSITOR IN FAILING TO DETECT 
FORGERIES. 


A depositor who, by negligence in failing to detect 
forgeries among the vouchers returned by the pank and to 
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give the bank notice thereof, causes loss to the bank either 

by enabling the forger to repeat his fraud, or by depriving 

the bank of an opportunity to cbtain restitution, is held, in 

Critten v. Chemical Nat. Bank (N. Y.) 57 L. R. A. 529, to 

be responsible for the damage caused by his default. 
PLACE OF PAYMENT. 

At the time of giving a certain note the maker resided 
in Barre, Vt., and the payee in the State of New Jersey. Since 
that time the maker's residence has remained the same. The 
payee’s residence remained the same until about three years 
ago, when she removed to Philadelphia, in the State of Pena- 
sylvania, where she has since resided. The debt was con- 
tracted at Barre, and the note was there executed and de- 
livered. It is dated at Barre, but it has no specified place of 
payment. Where was the place of payment in law? was the 
question before the Supreme Court of Vermont in Gage v. 
McSweeney (5 Atl. 969). Since the residence of the maker, 
the place of contracting the debt, and of the execution and de- 
livery of the note were at Barre, the court thinks by intend- 
ment the note was payabie there. This seems to be in ac- 
cordance with the settled principles of law in this State. In 
Baylies v. Houghton, 15 Vt. 626, the question was whether 
certain promissory notes were subject to trustee process in 
this State, where the trustee and maker resided. The payee 
and the principal defendant resided at Boston, in the State of 
Massachusetts, where the’ notes, containing no specified place 
of payment, were executed and delivered. It was held that 
by intendment the notes were payable in Boston, and that, 
as they were not liable to trustee process there, they were 
not here. In Peck v. Hibbard, 26 Vt. 698, 62 Am. Dec. 605, the 
note was executed and delivered in the province of Canada, 
where the maker and payee resided, but it had no named 
place of payment. It was presented to and allowed by the 
provincial court in bankruptcy proceedings against the maker, 

P After being thus allowed and before the maker’s final dis- 
: charge, the note, overdue, was transferred in Vermont for a 


















































valuable consideration to the plaintiff, a citizen and resident. 
tuere, who had no knowledge of the bankruptcy. proceedings. 
‘che maxer’s discharge was pleaded in bar. It was held that 
the note must be regarded as payable in the province of 
Canada, the same as if a particular place of payment there. 
had been designated in the body of the note, and that the dis- 
charge was a good defense. In Worden v. Nourse, 36 Vt. 756, 
the question, as far as the case is important there, was 
whether one of the trustees should be held chargeable upon 
a certain promissory note. The maker resided in Vermont. ¢ 
The note was given there for a debt there contracted. The 
payees, at the date of the note and ever after, resided in 
Boston, in the State of Massachusetts, and there negotiated 
the note before maturity to the claimant in the suit, who 
gave no notice thereof to the trustee before the service of 
the writ. The lability of the debt to trustee process depended 
upon whether its situs was there or in Massachusetts. In 
discussing the question, the court said that the place of the 
execution of the note alone ought not to be decisive; that it 
was to be considered in connection with the other elements 
in determining the place of payment which the parties had 
in contemplation, and which go to show the situs of the debt. 
The situs was held to be in Vermont. In respect to this 
question, the case is parallel with the case at bar and de 
cisive of it. 

Under the common law of England, when a contract for 
the payment of money contains no specified place of pay- 
ment, the debtor must seek out the creditor and pay him. 
Walton v. Mascall, 13-Mees, & W. 452, 4 Eng. Ruling Cas. 483. 
But this rule always had its limitation that, if the creditor 
be out of the realm of England, the debtor was not bound to. 
seek him or to go out of the realm to tender the money. Co. 
Litt. 210; Bac. Abr. tit. “Tender.” In this country the States 
of the Union are foreign countries with respect to one an- 
other, regarding bills of exchange (Buckner v. Finley, 2 Pet. 
587, 7 L. Ed. 528), and a debtor is not obliged to go into an- 
O.wer State to tender the money on such a contract to save a 
forfeiture. If the creditor is out of the State, this dispenses 


with the tender, and no rights are lost to the debtor by his 
inabuity to make it. Smith v. Smith, 25 Wend. 405; Hale v. 
Patton, 60 N. Y. 233, 19 Am, Rep. 168; Allshouse v. Ramsay,

April 10 last under the provisions of 
Ohapter 602 of the Laws of 1901, and 
after he qualified he demanded that 
the then Oommissioner of Jurors, 
Charies Welde, surrender the books and 
papers of the office. Mr. Welde refused, 
and an appeal was taken to a special 
term of the Supreme Uourt which 
declared the law authorizing Mr. 
Allison’s appointment unconstitu- 
tional. 

The Appellate Division, Third 
Department, affirmed this decision 
unanimously, and it was from this lat- 
ter devision that the appeal was taken. 
Justice Haight wrote the prevailing 
opinion, which is concurred in by 
Justices Bartlett, Vann, and Werner. 
Chief Justice Parker is the author of 
the dissenting opinion, and 1t is assented 
to by Justices O’Brien and Oullen. 





Tribute to W. Allen Butler. 


Justices Van Brunt, Patterson, 
O’Brien, Laughlin and McLaughlin, of 
the Appellate Division, listened recently 
to a long tribute, prepared by the Bur 
Association, to the memory of William 
Allen Batler, the noted lawyer, who 
died in September last. Mr. Butler 
was in turn president of the American 
Bar Association and of the Bar Associa- 
tion. 

The memorial was read by John E. 
Parsons, and will be inscribed on the 
court records. In ordering this Presid- 
ing Justice Van Brunt said of Mr. 
Batler : 

‘*He was one of the few remaining 
links which connect the past and the 
present, the old and the new. He 
began his study of law when its prac- 
tice required some degree of accuracy 
and conviction. There was one feature 
of his presentation of cases in court 
which, struck me as remarkable, m 
which he was excelled by none and 
equalled by few. 

**He had evidently made a stady in 
great detail of his cases and was able 
- t0 state all the facts clearly and with 
precision. He did not withhold points 
which he might have concealed for 
fear of weakening his case, su when ho 
was through the court felt confident 
that it was in possession of all the 
facts. I regret to say my experience of 
the present is that his example is rarely 
followed. The memorial just read ex 
presses huppily the feellings of the 
court.’’

New Supreme Court Reporter. 


On December 4 Oharles Henry 
Butler was appointed reporter for the 
Supreme Oourt of the United States to 
succeed ©. J. Bancroft Davis. The 
new reporter, whose office is at 135 
Broadway, is an authority on interna- 
tional law as weil as » successful attor- 
ney. He is 43 years old, and is the 
son of the late William Allen Butler, 
who was a prominent lawyer here for 
fifty-five years, and who wrote ‘‘ Noth- 
iog To Wear.’’ Charles H. Butler's 
grandfather was Benjamin F. Butler, 
Attorney General of tne United States 
under the administrations of Presidents 
Jackson and Van Buren, and Secretary 
of War from 1836 to 1837. 

Mr. Batler was the legul expert in con- 
nection with the Anglo-American Joint 
High Commission in 1898 and 1899, and 
has recently published a volume, *‘The 
Treaty-making Power of the United 
States.’’ 

The place to which Mr. Butler has 
been appointed includes the right to 
publish the reports of the Supreme 
Court, and the salary and allowances 
amount to $7,500 to $10,000 a year. 
There is a salary of $4,500, an ailow- 
ance of $1,800 for clerk hire and sta- 
tionery, and $1,200 for additional 
work.- Since the establishment of the 
Sapreme Court there have been only 
eight reporters, and all of them have 
been famous as jarists and as experts 
in international law. J. C. Bancroft 
Davis, had served for twenty years. 
He had been Assistant Secretary of 
State. Minister to Germany and a jadge 
of the United States Court of Olaims. 





Phi Delta Phi Meets. 


Justices Alfred Steckler and William 
Keener, of the Supreme Oourt Bench, 
were the principal guests at the recent 
dinner of the Phi Deita Phi Olub, an 
organization composed of lawyers, 
which meets in the Marlborough Hotel. 
Charles Thaddeus Terry, president of 
the clab, presided. 

In his opening remarks President 
Terry said the Building Committee of 
the club, composed of Harry Payne 
Whitney, Paul D. Oravath and Norman 
J. Marsh, were making great progress 
and hoped soon to be able to report 
that the club would have a home of 
its own. Both Justices Steckler and 
Keener were elected honorary members 
of the club. 

Justice Steckler taiked of the scope 
of the law, the rights of a citizen and 
the extent to which a search warrant 
could be prosecuted. 

*“*The security of the dwelling, the 
person and of private papers is funda- 
mental,’’ said Justice Steckler. ‘*The 
rights of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers and effects 
against unreasonable searches and 
seizures shall not be violated, and no 
warrant shall issue but upon probable 
cause, supported upon oath or affirma-

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tion, and particularly describing the 
place to be searched and the person 
or things to be seized. 

‘*T am a firm believer in the priceless 
right of trial by jary, especially in 
criminal cases, and am couvinved that 
it always tends to work for truth and 
justice *’ 

Justice Keener said he was not pre- 
pared to speak, and asked to be excused. 
Henry W. Jessup created a laugh, 
when he said, in a brief talk: 

‘*I was hoping Justice Steckler would 
tell us jast how far an officer can zo 
in serving warrants whether it is 
proper for him to break down iron- 
barred doors or leave four policemen 
stationed on the roof.’’ 





Brooklyn Bar Association’s Plea. 


The Brooklyn Bar Assoviation met 
in the County Court House in Brooklyn 
on November 28 and unanimously 
recommended the continuance of Jus- 
tices Bartlett and Woodward upon the 
bench of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Oourt in that jadicial district. 
These resolutions were adopted : 

‘*Whereas, The terms of service upon 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court of Hon. Willard Bartlett and 
Hon. John Woodward expire on Deo. 
31, 1902, and it will become the duty of 
the Governor under the law to as- 
sign their successors, and 

**Whereas. The Hon. Willard Bart- 
lett and the Hon. John Woodward have 
throughout their illustrious judicial 
careers displayed a patience in tempera- 
ment, a diligence in research, a learn- 
ing in the history and precedent of the 
law, an original grasp of its fanda- 
~wental principles, a perfect judicial 
courage in applying them to new and 
complicated questions, and above all 
have displayed that order and quality 
of jastice and powerfal common sense 
so ersential to a fitness for that exalted 
station, 

**Therefore, be it resolved by the 
Brooklyn Bar Association that we do 
urge upon His Excellency the Governor 
to re-appoint the Hon. Willard Bartiett 
and the Hon John Woodward as their 
owu successors upon the Appellate Divi- 
sion of the Supreme Oourt for the 
Second Judicial Department, and th«t 
@ copy of these resolutions be imme:li- 
ately forwarded to His Excellency the 
Governor.’’ - 

James D. Bell, president of the asso- 
ciation, presided at the meeting. 





Legal Pests of Wall Street. 


There are many stock speculators 
who are losers in Wall street, for 
naturally not all can win; and this 
fact has opened a field for profit for 
certain unscrupuione lawyers, who 
generally succeed in casting the victim 
into a still deeper mire of financial loss 
and despondency. At the moment 
Wall street is pestered by u class of 
attorneys who pretend to be able to 
recover losses made in the stock market. 
There may be some cases where brokers 
— to pay blackmail rather than go 

to court to prove the genuineness of 
their transactions, but in a great many 
instances the biackmailers are told to 
proceed, and nine times out of ten they 
are not heard of ‘again. Many people, 
especially women, who lose money in 
the street, brood so much over tneir 
losses that they finally persuade them- 
when they hear of attorneys who pro- 
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fess to be able to revover such losses, 
they kindly pay over the remnants o; 
their bank accounts to these ‘‘smart’ 
young men, in the confident belief that 
their lost money will be restored. 
The man or woman who loses money 
in Wall street should not forget tuat 
bis or her broker is merely an agent, 
who buvs or sells stocks according to 
his customer's orders. Save in the 
case of buvket shops (which are illegal 
concerns), brokers have absolutely 
nothing to do with a man’s losses or 
gains, and even in the case of a bucket 
shop the customer is to blame the 
more for having trasted bis money to 
concerns that ha'e no recognized stand- 
ing in Wall street. 

Women in particular are bad losers 
in Wall street, and brokers have had 
so much trouble with some of them 
who do not understand speculation, 
that their accounts are not generally 
desired. Indeed, in most cases, they 
arerefased. The lawyer shark natural- 


ly finds the woman speocuiator an easy 


victim. After receiving a large 
retainer, he goes to the commission 
house through which his client has 
operated, and in a blastering manner 
demands the privilege of examining 
the books of the firm. a refadal being 
followed by a threat to bring suit 
against the house on the ground that 
his client's bayiog order for stocks had 
never been executed. The mere sug- 
gestion that their name be attacked 
generally is diequieting to conservative 
and legitimate commission houses, 
and it is on the strength of that idea 
that some firms would rather settls such 
a claim than be accused in open court 
of an act such as that on which the 
lawyer bases bis confidence that he will 
be able to recover money for his cus- 
tomer. Of coarse, if the brokers decide 
to pay, the lawyer gete the better part 
of the settlement as his fee, while the 
speculator hnds herself little better off 
than before she engaged the so-called 
man of law. 

In a recent case, in which a woman 
specalator had lost money and brought 
sait against ber broker to recover it, 
the affidavit presented to the court 
stated that no actual ys ey had 
been made and that de t was 
therefore entitied to recover all the 
mouey originally deposited as margin. 
An effort was made by the plaintiff to 
compel this brokerage firm to produce 
its books in court, and in answer the 
attorney for the brokers proved by 
affidavits from every broker concerned 
in the operation that ea:h aod every 
transaction bad been made and recorded 
in the ushal way on the floor of the 
New York Stock Exchange. Naturally 
the case was thrown out of court, and 
the jadge told the lawyer and his client 
that their case was simply based on 
guesses, as proved by the affidavits pro- 
duced by the defendants, which identi- 
fied every transaction in the account. 
In this case it is interesting to note that 
the brokerage house, when asked by 
the woman's lawyer for permissiun to 
examine ite books, agreed to grant 
the permission on the condition that if 
the books showed that the transactions 
had been made on the floor of the 
exchanye and were correct, the woman 
client would allow jadgment to be 
taken for the amount of her indebted- 
ness to them. The lawyer blustered 
somes-more and declined to agree to the 
condition. 
selves into believing that their brokers 
are responsible for their troubles. And 











“The Equal Protection of the Laws.” 


* An address was delivered at the 
Art building in Montague street, 
Brooklyn, (Tuesday, Nouv. 25th, 1902), 
before the ent of law of the 
Brooklyn institate by Professor Isaac 
Franklin Russell, D. OU. L., Lu. D., of 
New York University Law School. 

Dr. Rausrell’s theme was ‘‘ Equality 
Before the Law,’’ and he began by 
comparing and contrasting the Declara- 
tion of Independence und the Oonstitu- 
tion of the United States. The Declara- 
tion he found fall of sentiment, while 
the Constitution appeared as a basi- 
nesslike docament appropriately omit- 
ing all reference to God. While the 
Declaration could not be regarded as 
law in the strict sense, still the Consti- 
tution is to be interpreted in the spirit 
of that immortal document; the 
Sapreme Oourt of the United Stuces 
has so held. Paper constitution had 
not given reat liberty to unbappy 
France, nor to Latin South America. 
Common people are needed, who love 
liberty, to work out the problems of 
free guvernment and give the constitu- 
tion vitality; the Anglo-Saxons are 
such a people. 

The theories as to natural and ina- 
lienable rights, the right to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, are 
French in their origin, Kousseau hav- 
ing taken them from the speculations 
of the Greek stoics, who conceived of 
an ideal state of nature as existing at 
the dawn of civilization to which we 
should go back through revolation 
rather than seek perfection as the gual 
of humanity through evolution. The 
speaker attacked this theory of society 
and argued that the world owes no man 
a living, bat that the survival of the 
fittest is God's eternal law; that uni- 
versal wealth cannot be divided among 
the unics of the buman race, and that, 
if attempted, equality woald not subsist 
during the minute of time devoted to 
the division. Equality can never be 
secured by human jaw; nature abhors 
equality in the stars of the heavens, 
the sands on the seashore and in the 
leaves of the forest. Even in court the 
rich man with his learned counsel and 
his expert witnesses, with his debtors 
and pensioners in the jary box, on 
the witness stand or even on the jadi- 
cial bench, is more than a maton for 
his opponent, who is a man of poverty 
in simple ignorance pleading his own 


cause. 

Dr. Russeli continuing, showed that 
equality before the law is found in 
Magna Charta in Chapter 40 whivh 
reads: **To no one will we sell, to no 
one will be deny, to no one wil! be delay, 
right or jastice.’’ It is also found in the 
famous phrase of the Declaration of 
Independence: ‘ We hold these truths 
to be self-evident, that all men are 
created equal. It is also found in the 
Fourteenth Amendment, tne new 
Magna Oharta, which says: ‘‘ No State 
shall deny to any person within its 
jarisdiction the equal protection of the 
aws’’ 

The speaker then sketched he history 
of the amendments to the Constitation, 
showing that that historic instrament 
had been amended practically only 
three or four times; that the first ten 
amendmerti were substantially a part 
of the Constitution at the start. a bill 
of rights freely conceded by the friends 
of the Constitution from the beginning; 
that the eleventh amendment resuited 
from a single amt by an individual 
against a State; taat the twelfth amend- 





Amendment limits the State authority 
also. Early cuses seemed to confine its 
application to the emancipated blacks; 
bat the Supreme Oourt soon receded 
from this gound, and now the Four- 
teenth Amendment is daily appealed to 
as a shield and protection against State 
and Federal authority alike by those 
who are unjustly deprived of life, 
liberty, property and equality. 

Dr. Russell concluded his address as 
follows: 

‘*Finally, man can claim justice 
from his fellow. Without justice we 
live under a degrading despotism. If 
we but grant justice to the ignorant 
and laboring poor, we can reduce our 
charitable contributions one-half. 
Without justice, alms are a mockery. 
Bread and fael, duled ont by the mil- 
lionaire, in ostentatious philanthropy 
from his store accumulated in fraud of 
others, only embitters the lot of the 
poor. Justice, like life and liberty, 
cannot be bought and sold as merchan- 
dise. A contract not to sue is void. 
The outlaw, so-called, an escaped con- 
vict and hunted fugitive, or a wretch 
who assassinates the President, cannot 
be denied the equal protection of the 
laws. Justice, equal. impartial, price- 
less and inalienable, ever abides, 
man’s noblest and heavenliest heri- 
tage.’’

Herbert H. Taylor, a well known 
Brooklyn lawyer, died on November 31 
at bis home, 648 Prospect place, in his 
He wasa graduate of the 
Union Seminary and the Uolumbia 
Law School.

The only son of Supreme Oourt 
Justice William D. Dickey, Frank 
Richmond Dickey, died recently of 
typhoid fever at his home in the 
Brevoort apartment house, 47 Brevoort 
place, Brooklyn. He was, born in New- 
burgh on July 28, 1874, and wasa 
graduate of Cornell University and the 
Albany Law School. He served during 
the Spanish-American War as a second 
lieutenant of the One Hundred and 
Fourteenth Kegiment of Volunteers, 
and was a member of the military 
order of the Loyal Legion. Mr. Dickey 
was his father’s private secretary at 
the time of his death He has been 
an active Republican in the Seventh 
Assemby District, and was a delegate to 
the last Republican State convention. 





























































Death of Judge Robert Earl. 

Judge Robert Karl, formerly of the 
New York Court of Appeals, died at his 
home at Herkimer, on December 2. 
There he was born seventy-eight years 
ago, and there he had lived all his hfe. 
He was stricken with paralysis on the 
evening of November 22 and never 
rallied from the attack. 


Robert Esrl was the son of Jobn and 
Margaret Petrie Earl. With his elder 
brother Samuel he was reared on the 
family farm by his uncle, Henry Petrie. 

received his early education at 
the Herkimer Academy, and in 1847 
was graduated from Union Oollege. 
The same year he began the study of 
law with his cousin, Charles Gray, 
judge of the Supreme Conrt. 

He had charge of the Herkimer 
Academy while reading law, and in 
1846 was elected Superintendent of 
Schools. In 1849 he was elected 
supervisor of Herkimer. and in 1848 
was admitted to the bar, and was im- 
‘mediately taken into u law partnership 
by his brother Samuel. 

From 1848 to 1850 he was editor of 
the Herkimer ‘‘ Demucrat,’’ and in 1£52 
conducted a campaign paper at Mohawk 
in the interest of Krankiin Pierce. In 
1855 he was elected county judge and 

ate. 

Judge Eurl was chairman of the State 
Convention of 1868 which nominated 
John T. Hoffman for Governor, and in 
the same year he was elected to the 
Court of Appeals, succeeding Judge 
Lewis B. Woodruff. He sat as chief 
justice until July, 1870. when he was 
transferred to the Commisison of Ap- 
peals, created for a term of three years, 
and afterward extended to 18 5. 

On the death of Judge Martin Grober, 
in 1876, Governor Tilden appointed 
Judge Earl to succeed bim, and he held 
that appointment until January, 1877, 
when be took his sent for a term of 
four years, having been elected at the 
previous election. In 189) he was 
renomipated by both the Republicans 
and Democrats, and sat until Decem- 
ber 31, 1894, when he was retired on 
account of his age. During his last 

term, on the death of Judge William 
©. Ruger, Judge Earl was appointed 
chief jastice by Governor Flower and 
served in that capacity during 1892. 

He rendered nearly eighteen hundred 
opinions while a member of the Court 
of Appeals, many of them being of the 
greatest import, involving millions of 
dollars’ worth of property.

The Brooklyn (N. Y.) Law School, 
which opened its new and commodious 
rooms at 817 Mont «gue street on Sept.

1, 1902, ites growth in a year was 
so rapid that the rooms on Muntague 
street were taken this fall and accom- 
modations arrang d for nearly one 
hundred stadents. When the school 
opened on Sept. 29 it was seen that 
even then accommodations would soon 
be inadequate for the students already 
enrolled, and those who had arranged 
to come later; so part of the second 
floor of the same building was secured 
and the offices and reception room of 
the law scho.l aie located there, leav- 
ing the whole of the third floor for the 
lecture halls and library. Accommoda- 
tions are now ample for one handred 
and twenty-five students and very 
nearly one hundred are enrolled apon 
— of the Brooklyn Law 





The senior class has alreidy had 
several meetings and organized itself 
as a permanent fraternal association. 
Black and orange have been selected as 
the colors of the school—this out of 
compliment to the dean, W. Pavson 
Richardson, who graduated at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland. 





University Extension Law School. 

The University Extension Law 
School was regularly incorporated under 
the laws of the State of Lilinois in 1898 
for the purpose of maintaining courses 
of study in law and related sciences for 
non-resident students. 


While neither the largest nor oldest 
school of its kind, it lays claim to 
pre-eminence on other grounds, viz. : 
‘Thoroughness of work and originality 
in method of presentation. 


The work 16 all prepared directly 
under the supe vision of Dr. Ogden by 
members of the Faculty of the Illinios 
College of Law, many of whom are 
authors of standard text books of the 
profession. Kuch subject is treated in 
a thorough and exhaustive manner, 
fillmg all the requirements of that 
course in the regular coll-ge work, so 
that any students of the Extension 
Division, who later enter the college, 
may have full credit for the work done 
by correspondence. 

Edward O. Ravenscroft, A. B., LL. 
M, for many years treasurer of the 
Illinois College of Law and an instractor 
of experience and ability, is secretary 
and treasurer of the University Eixten- 
sion Law School. Mr, Ravenscroft is a 
member of the Chicago bar, a graduate 
of the University of Nashville, Tenn., 
who later took post-graduate work at 
Vanderbilt Uaiversity and at the Uai- 
versity of Chi He is alsoa grad- 
uate of the Itlinois Oollege of Law, 
taking the degrees of LL. 8. and LL. 
M. at thatinstitation He was former- 
ly iecturer on Commercial Law at the 
West Florida State Uollege at Tallahas- 
see, Fiorida, and later dean of the 
Southern Law School at Nashville, 
Tenn. Mr. Ravenscroft has an ample 
corps of assistants, so that stadents’ 
recitation papers are promptly examined 
and retarned. 


The College of Law in connection 
with the University of North Dakota 
1s making a eplendid showing this sea- 
son. Daring the first three years the 
law college bad a great many difficulties 
to contend with. Being a new institu- 
tion, it was looked at with a measure 
of doubt and it was not until graduates 
had been turned out who have since 
established a fine law practice, that the 
real advanteges offered would be 
believed generally by the pcblic. 

The enrollment last year was but 
twenty,and that at the time was thought 
to be a good showing. Up to date 
this year, however, fifty-two students 
have been enrolled. This is a percent- 
age of increase such as can be shown 
by buat very few institutions of the 
kind anywhere, and is highly gratify- 
ing tu every one in the State. The 
new secretary of the law school is Dr. 
Brace. Asthe Hon. John M. Cochrane 
will be a member of the State Sapreme 
Court at the beginning vf the year, 
he will have ample time to do consider- 
able lectari before the law students 
this year. now has criminal law 


onty, bat after the first of the year will 


take two other subjects. 








The Litchfield Law School. 


Among the storied hills of Litchfield, 
Connecticut, still stands that famous 
seat of learning, the Litchfield Law 
School, the first born of the law schools 


of the coun and whose founder, 
Chief Justice Tappan Reeve, laid in its 
erection one of the corner stones of 


American patriotism, loyalty to the law. 

Litchfield was the home of the his- 
toric Wolclotts and the Beechers, is the 
native town of men whose careers have 
been as dissimilar as Ethan Allen’s and 
Horace Bushnell's, and was not only 
the seat of the first law school in 
America, but of Miss Pierce’s seminary 
and of the Morris Academy. In the 
first of these John O. Calhoun studied ; 
in the second Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
and in the third john Brown. Every 
one of the old houses in Litchfield has 
a story full of interest dating from the 
day when Governor Wolcott’s women 
folk melted the leaden statute of King 
George.[II (taken from Bowliog Green, 
New York), into good Federal ballets. 

Frederic Calvin Norton, in a recent 
article, speaks of the Litchfield Law 
School, as being the Yale Law School 
of to-day. The latter came into exist- 
ence upon the passing away of the 
Litchfield school, seventy years ago. 
The present Litchfield Law School 
building bas sadly fallen away from its 
once high estate. Within a decade it 
has been removed to a suburb, is now 
falling into ruin and is tenanted by a 
family of negroes. 

Little remains about the low, one- 
story structure to remind one of its 
famous greatness, save the oaken desks 


‘where the old-fashioned law stadents 


sat with ink born and portfolio to 
listen to the expoundings of Judge 
Reeve, who loved law as a science, who 
studied it philosophically. 

Judge Reeve’s celebrated school was 
founded in 1784; up to the time of its 
close in the 39s. and the resulting 
opening of the Yale Law School, it had 
graduated -1 024 law stadents, every 
State in the Union having been repre- 
sented. Many of these graduates after- 
ward became United States senators, 


Woobury, Mason, Olayton and Hab- 
bard, came from among them, as did 
@ vice-president (Calhoun), and several 
foreign ministers. 

And now, although the old building 
has been given up tu the hand of time, 
mt of it has been

It 18 now twelve years since the first 
publication of this treatise and no 
branch of the law bas undergone greater 
modifivation than that which treats of 
judgments and their effects, although 
there has been but little change in the 
cardinal principles upon which the 
most important rules are based. 
Naturally the case law of the subject 
has enormously in . 


Usually we rather set our face against 
second editions, except where they are 
clearly demanded, but in the present 
instance there can be no question as 
to the necessity of an elaboration of 
Mr. Biack’s important bouk. I¢ is 
now the stundard work on the subject, 
recognized as such throughout the 
jength and breadth of this country. 

years ago we had occasion to 
peruse the first edition and expressed 
the opinion that the uuathor’s method of 
treatment was such as to place him in 
the foremost rank of legal writers. 
The present elaboration is well calcu- 
lated to add to his established reputa- 
tion. A carefal examination reveals 
the thoroughness of his annotation. 
The cases are thoroughly digested, 
well cited, and right down to date. We 
have no hesitancy in recommending 
every member of the legal profession 
to invest in a second edition, even 
though he may already have a copy of 
the first. 


Opening the book at random we turn 
to the author’s discussion of the effect 
of entering two judgments, and a 
judgment and conveyance, on the same 
day, and quote the following as an 
illustration of his style: 

‘*The rale obtaining in a majority of 
the States ie that, as between judgments 
entered of record on the same day, there 





is no priority, {>> the law cannot in this 
case regard fractional parts of a day, 
hence all such jodgments create equal 
hens and the issuing of an execution 
or any one of them does not affect the 
others, bat, the land of the defendant 
being sold, a pre rata distribution of 
the proceeds must be made in satis!ac- 
tion of the judgments. In North 
Carolina, however (and in a few 
sporudic cases elsewhere), it is held 
where several judgments are docketed 
on the same day, the court will inquire 
into the fractional part of a day in 
order to ascertain which was the first 
entered and give it the preference. in 
New York the statute requires a clerk 
of the court to docket a judgwent by 
entering upon the dovket book certain 
particalars, incloding the day, bour 
and minnte when the judgment roll 
was filed, and the dsy, hour and minute 
when the judgment was docketed in 
bis office. And judgments entered 
the same day will take rank according 
to the exact time when they were — 
upon the docket. In some other States, 
the doctrine is that where two judg- 
ments in favor of different plaintitts 
against the same defendant are filed 
and docketed on the enme’ day, neither 
has the preference as a lien, but if one 
of the creditors first takes out an exe- 
cution and delivers it to the sheriff 
before the other creditor takes out bis 
execution, and the lands of the debtor 
are taken and sold, a priority will be 
gained by the vigilant oreditur, and 
his execution must be first satisfied. 
In Mississippi, the question of the 
priority of the rendition of two jadg- 
ments in the same court is to be deter- 
mined by the minutes of the court, and 
it is not admissible to show by evidence 
alionae that the one last entered was 
in fact first rendered. 


The doctrine bas sometimes been ex- 
pressed that a jodgmert entered on a 
given day, no matter at what hour, is a 
lien during the whole of that day, and 
therefore has preference over a mort- 
gage or other conveyance recorded st 
apy hour of the same day. But this 
view is generally rejected, as too refined 
and artiticial, although, in come States, 
a@ distinction is still made between a 
deed ana a mortgs as to their 
respective rank as eta jadgment 
docketed on the same day. It may 
now be regarded as well settled that, 
in a contest between a vendee of the 
land and a judgment-creditor whose 
jadgment was docketed on the same 
day with the conveyance, the fractions 
of the day must be taken into consider- 
ation, the precise time of each ascer- 
tained, and the rule applied ‘‘first in 
order first in right.’’ the language 
of Obief Justice Gibson, of Pennsy!- 
vania, ‘‘the argument that a judgment, 
whose date in contemplation of law 
covers the whole day, is necessarily 
anterior to a conveyance at an inter- 
mediate point of the-same day, is too 
subtle to be solid. The conclusion at- 
tempted would not be borne out by the 
most fanciful effect of the legul fiction ; 
for it might be possible to deliver a 
conveyance so exactly at the stroke of 
twelve as to leave no room for an in- 

pse of any appreciable

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it can be avoided. When 
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Qounty. Mr. Allison was appointed 
April 10 last under the provisions of 
Ohapter 603 of the Laws of 1901, and 
after he qualified be demanded that 
the then Oommissioner of Jurors, 
Charles Welde, surrender the books and 
papers of the office. Mr. Welde refused, 
and an appeal was taken to a special 
term of the Supreme Oourt which 
declared the law authorizing Mr.

Tribute to W. Allen Butler. 


Justices Van Brunt, Patterson, 
O’Brien, Laughlin and McLaughlin, of 
the Appellate Division, listened recently 
to a long tribute, prepared by the Bur 
Association, to the memory of William 
Allen Batler, the noted lawyer, who 
died in September last. Mr. Butler 
was in tarn president of the American 
Bar Association and of the Bar Associa- 
tion. 

The memorial was read by John E. 
Parsons, and will be inscribed on the 
cvurt records. In ordering this Presid- 
ing Justice Van Brunt said of Mr. 
Butler : 

‘“*He was one of the few remaining 
links which connect the past and the 
present, the old and the new. He 
began his study of law when its prac- 
tice required some degree of accuracy 
and conviction. There was one feature 
of his presentation of cases in court 
which struck me as remarkable, in 
which he was excelled by none and 
equalled by few. 

‘*He had evidently made a study in 
great detail of his cases and was able 
to state all the facts clearly and with 
precision. He did not withhold points 
which he might have concealed for 
fear of weakening his case, sv when he 
was through the court felt confident 
that it was in possession of all the 
facts. I regret to say my experience of 
the present is that bis example is rarely 
followed. The memorial jast read ex 
presses happily the feellings of the 
court.’’

New Supreme Court Reporter. 


On December 4 COharles Henry 
Butler was appointed reporter for the 
Supreme Oourt of the United States to 
succeed C. J. Bancroft Davis. The 
new reporter, whose office is at 135 
Broadway, is an authority on interna- 
tional law as well as « successful attor- 
ney. He is 43 years old, and is the 
son of the late William Allen Butler, 
who was a prominent lawyer here for 
fifty-five years, and who wrote ‘‘ Noth- 
iog To Wear.’’ Charles H. Butler's 
grandfather was Benjamin F. Butler, 
Attorney General of tne United States 
under the administrations of Presidents 
Jackson apd Van Buren, and Secretary 
of War from 1836 to 1837. 

Mr. Butler was the legal expert in con- 
nection with the Anglo-American Joint 
High Commission in 1898 and 1899, and 
has recently published a volume, *‘ The 
Treaty-making Power of the United 
States.’’ 

The place to which Mr. Butler has 
been appointed includes the right to 
publish the reports of the Supreme 
Oourt, and the salary and allowances 
amount to $7,500 to $10,000 a year. 
There is a salary of $4,500, an ailow- 
ance of $1,800 for clerk hire and sta- 
tionery, and $1,200 for additional 
work. Since the establishment of the 
Saprema Court there have been only 
eight reporters, and all of them have 
been famous as jurists and as experts 
in international law. J. C. Bancroft 
Davis, had served for twenty years. 
He had been Assistant Secretary of 
State. Minister to Germany and a jadge 
of the United States Court of Claims. 





Phi Delta Phi Meets. 


Justices Alfred Steckler and William 
Keener, of the Supreme Oourt Bench, 
were the principal guests at the recent 
dinner of the Phi Deita Phi Club, an 
organization composed of lawyers, 
which meets in the Marlborough Hotel. 
Charles Thaddeus Terry, president of 
the clab, presided. 

In his opening remarks President 
Terry said the Building Committee of 
the club, composed of Harry Payne 
Whitney, Paul D. Uravath and Norman 
J. Marsh, were making great progress 
and hoped soon to be able to report 
that the club would have a home of 
its own. Both Justices Steckler and 
Keener were elected honorary members 
of the club. 

Justice Steckler taiked of the scope 
of the law, the rights of a citizen and 
the extent to which a search warrant 
could be prosecuted. 

‘*The security of the dw«lling, the 
person and of private papers is funda- 
mental,’’ said Justice Steckler. ‘*The 
rights of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers and effects 
against unreasonable searches and 
seizures shall not be violated, and no 
warrant shall issue but upon probable 
cause, supported upon oath or affirma- 














tion, and particularly describing t! 
place to be searched and the pers: 
or things to be seized. 

‘*I am a firm believer in the priceless 
right of trial by jary, especially in 
criminal cases, and am convinced tbat 
it always tends to work for truth ani 
justice ’’ 

Justice Keener said he was not pr: 
pared to speak. and asked to be excused 
Henry W. Jessup created a lang), 
when he said, in a brief talk: 

‘*I was hoping Justice Steckler would 
tell us jast how far an officer can zo 
in serving warrants whether it is 
proper for him to break down iron 
barred doors or leave four policemen 
stationed on the roof.’’ 





Brooklyn Bar Association’s Plea. 


The Brooklyn Bar Assoviation met 
in the County Court House in Brooklyn 
on November 28 and unanimously 
recommended the continuance of Jus- 
tices Bartlett and Woodward upon the 
bench of the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court in that jadicial district. 
These resolutions were adopted : 

‘*Whereas, The terms of service upon 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court of Hon. Willard Bartlett and 
Hon. John Woodward expire on Dec. 
31, 1902, and it will become the duty of 
the Governor under the law to as- 
sign their successors, and 

‘*Whereus. The Hon. Willard Bart- 
lett and the Hon. John Woodward have 
throughout their illustrious judicial! 
careers displayed a patience in tempera. 
ment, a diligence in research, a learn- 
ing in the history and precedent of the 
law, an original grasp of its funda- 
~wental principles, a perfect judicial 
courage in applying them to new and 
complicated questions, and above ail 
have displayed that order and quality 
of justice and powerfal common sense 
so essential to a fitness for that exalted 
station, 

‘*Therefore, be it resolved by the 
Brooklyn Bar Association. that we do 
urge upon His Excellency the Governor 
to re-appoint the Hon. Willard Bartlett 
and the Hon John Woodward as their 
owu successors upon the Appellate Divt- 
sion of the Supreme COourt for the 
Second Judicial Department, and thct 
a copy of these resolutions be imme’li- 
ately forwarded to His Excellency the 
Governor.’’ 

James D. Bell, president of the asso- 
ciation, presided at the meeting. 





Legal Pests of Wall Street, 


There are many stock speculators 
who are losers tn Wall street, for 
naturally not all can win; and this 
fact bas opened a fieid for profit for 
certain unscrupulous lawyers, who 
generally succeed in casting the victim 
into a still deeper mire of financial loss 
and despondency. At the moment 
Wall street is pestered by wu class of 
attorneys who pretend to be able to 
recover losses made in the stock market. 
There may be some cases where brokers 
prefer to pay blackmail rather than go 
into court to prove the genuineness of 
their transactions, but in a great many 
instances the blackmailers are told to 
proceed, and nine times out of ten they 
are not heard of ‘again. Many people, 
especially women, who lose money ‘2 
the street, brood so much over their 
losses that they finally persuade them- 
when they hear of attorneys who pro- 
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ss to be able to recover such losses, 
‘bey kindly pay over the rewnants o 


eir bank accounts to these ‘‘smart’ 
ung men, in the confident belief that 
eir lost money will be restored. 
be man or woman who loses money 
Wall street should not forget tuat 
his or ber broker is merely an agent, 
vho bays or sells stocks aécording to 
his customer's orders. Save in the 
ase of bucket shops (which are illegal 
concerns), brokers have absolately 
nothing to do with a man’s losses or 
gains, and even in the case of a bucket 
shop the customer is to blame the 
more for baving trasted his money to 
concerns that ha:e no recognized stand- 
ing in Wall street 


Women in particular are bad losers 
in Wall street, and brokers have had 
so mach trouble with some of them 
who @o not understand specalation, 
that their accounts are not generally 
desired. Indeed, in most cases, they 
are refused. The lawyer shark natural- 
ly finds the woman speculator an easy 
victim. After receiving a large 
retainer, he goes to the commission 
house through which his client has 
operated, and in a blastering manner 
demands. the privilege of examining 
the books of the firm, a refasal being 
followed by a threat to bring suit 
against the house on the ground that 
his client's bayiog order for stocks had 
never been executed. The mere sug- 
gestion that their name be attacked 
generally is disquieting to conservative 
and legitimate commission houses, 
and it is on the strength of that idea 
that some firms woold rather settle such 
a claim than be acoused in open court 
of an act such as that on which the 
lawyer bases his confidence that he will 
be able to recover money for his cus- 
tomer. Of course, if the brokers decide 
to pay, the lawyer gets the bettrr part 
of the settlement as his fee, while the 
specalator finds herself little better off 
than before she engaged the so-called 
man of law. 

In a recent case, in which a woman 
specalator had lust money and brought 
suit against her broker to recover it, 
the affidavit presented to the court 
stated that no actual transactions had 
been made and that deponent was 
therefore entitied to recover all the 
mouey originally deposited as margin. 
An effort was made by the plaintiff to 
compel this brokerage tirm to produce 
its books in court, and in answer the 
attorney for the brokers proved by 
affidavits from every broker concerned 
in the operation that ea‘h aad every 
transaction had been made and recorded 
in the usual way on the floor of the 
New York Stock Exchange. Naturally 
the case was thrown out of court, and 
the jadge told the lawyer and his client 
that their case was simply based on 
guesses, as proved by the affidavits pro- 
daced by the defendants, which identi- 
fied every transaction in the account. 
In this case it is interesting to note that 
the brokerage house, when asked by 
the woman's lawyer for permissivn to 
examine its books, agreed to grant 
the permission on the condition that if 
the books showed that the transactions 
had been made on the floor of the 
exchange and were correct, the woman 
cient would allow jadgment to he 
sken for the amount of her indebted. 
ess to them. The lawyer blustered 
‘ome more and declined to agree to the 

adition.

“The Equal Protection of the Laws.” 
An address was delivered at the 
Art building in Montague street, 
Brooklyn, (Tuesday, Nuv. 25th, 1902), 
before the department of law of the 
Brooklyn institute by Professor Isaac 
Franklin Russell, D. U. L., LL. D., of 
New York University Law School. 

Dr. Rusrell’s theme was ‘‘ Equality 
Before the Law,’’ and he began by 
comparing and contrasting the Declara- 
tion of Independence und the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. The Declara- 
tion he found fall of sentiment. while 
the Constitution appeared asa busi- 
nesslike document appropriately omit- 
ing all reterence to God. While the 
Declaration could not be regarded as 
law in the strict sense, still the Consti- 
tution is to be interpreted in the spirit 
of that immortal document; the 
Supreme Oourt of the United Stures 
has so held. Paper constitution had 
not given reat liberty to unbappy 
France, nor to Latin South America. 
Common people are needed, who love 
liberty, to work out the problems of 
free guvernment and give the constitu- 
tion vitality; the Anglo-Saxons are 
such a people. 

The theories as to natural and ina- 
lienable rights, the right to life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness, are 
French in their origin, Kousseau hav- 
ing taken them from the speculations 
of the Greek stoics, who conceived of 
an ideal state of nature as existing at 
the dawn of civilization to which we 
should go back through revolation 
rather than seek perfection as the goal 
of humanity through evolution. The 
speaker attacked this theory of society 
and argued that the world owes no man 


a living, but that the survival of the 
fittest is God’s eternal law; that uni- 
versal wealth cannot be divided among 


the units of the buman race, and that, 
if attempted, equality would not subsist 
during the minate of time devoted te 
the division. Equality can never be 
secured by human law; nature abhors 
equality in the stars of the heavens, 
the sands on the seashore and in the 
leaves of the forest. Even in court the 
tich man with his learned counsel and 
his expert witnesses, with bis debtors 


and pensioners in the jary box, on 
the witness stand or even on the jadi- 
cial bench, is more than a match for 
his opponent, who is a man of poverty 


in simple igaorance pleading his own 
cause. 

Dr. Russeli continuing, showed that 
equality before the Jaw is found in 
Magna Charta in Chapter 40 which 
reads: ‘*To no one will we sell, to no 
one will be deny, to no one will be delay, 
right or jastice.’’ It is also found in the 
famous phrase of the Declaration of 
Independence: ‘ We hold these truths 


to be self-evident, that all men are 
created equal. It is also foand in the 
Fourteenth Amendment, tne new 


Magna Ubarta, which rays: ‘‘ No State 
shall deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equa! protection of the 
laws *’ 

The speaker then sketched the history 
of the amendments to the Uonstitation, 
showing that that historic instrament 
had been amended practically only 
three or four times; that the first ten 
amendmert: were sabstantia!ly a part 
of the Constitation at the start. a bill 
of rights freely conceded by the friends 
df the Constitution from the beginning; 
that the eleventh amendment resailted 
from a single sait by an individoal 
against a State; toat the twelfth amend- 
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a president to the present familiar plan 
after the alarming coutroversy between 
Jefferson and Burr; and that the last 
three amendments sum up the constita- 
tional results of the Civil War. Nevada 
was taken into the Union to accomplish 
this noble end; and, after the Southern 
planters had been vainly entreated to 
grant suffrage to the negroes under a 
threat of reduced representation in 
Congress, the fifteenth amendment was 
passed to express the unsheken resolu- 
tion of the triumphant North. The 
amendments have been much mis- 
understood. Many of them limit 
simply the Federal power against 
arbitrary encroachments of govern- 
mental authority. Bat the Fourteenth 
Amendment limits the State authority 
also. Early cuses seemed to confine its 
application to the emancipated blacks; 
bat the Supreme Court soon receded 
from this gound, and now the Four- 
teenth Amendment is daily appealed to 
as a shield and protection against State 
and Federal authority alike by those 
who are unjustly deprived of life, 
liberty, property and equality. 

Dr. Russell concluded his address as 
follows: 

‘*Finally, man can claim justice 
from his fellow. Without justice we 
live under a degrading despotism. If 
we but grant jastice to the ignorant 
and laboring poor, we can reduce our 
charitable contributions one-balf. 
Without jastice, alms are a mockery. 
Bread and fael, duled out by the mil- 
lionaire, in ostentatious philanthropy 
from his store accumulated in fraud of 
others, only embitters the lot of the 
poor. Justice, like life and liberty, 
cannot be bought and sold as merchan- 
dise. A contract not to sue is void. 
The outlaw, so-called, an escaped con- 
vict and hunted fugitive, or a wretch 
who assassinates the President, cannot 
be denied the equal protection of the 
laws. Justice, equal. impartial, price- 
less and inalienable, ever abides, 
man’s noblest and heavenliest heri- 
tage.’’

Herbert H. Taylor. 


Herbert H. Taylor, a well known 
Brooklyn lawyer, died on November 31 
at his home, 618 Prospect place, in his 
42d year. He wasa graduate of the 
Union Seminary and the Uolumbia 
Law school. He was active in Repub- 
lican politics and had served as under 
sheriff under Sheritf Rhinehart, clerk 
in the Oounty Court and arsistant 
naval officer. 





Benjamin A. Grosner. 

Benjamin A. Grosner died on Decem- 
ber 1 at the home of his parents, at 
1041 Lexington avenue. 


Mr. Grosner, who was only 24 years 
old, was the youngest lawyer ever 
admitted to membership in the Bar As- 
sociation. He was admitted to the bar 
when he was 2! years old, and after 
three years’ practice be became a 
member of the Bar Association. He 
was connected with the office of Hitch, 
Woodford, Bovee & Butcher. He was 
a member of the Pennsylvania Society 
of New York City. 
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Frank Richmond Dickey. 

The only svn of Supreme Court 
Justice William D. Dickey, Frank 
Richmond Dickey, died recently of 
typhoid fever at his home in the 
Brevoort apartment house, 47 Brevoort 
place, Brooklyn. He was born in New- 
burgh on July 28, 1874, and wasa 
graduate of Cornell University and the 
Albany Law School. He served during 
the Spanish-American War as a second 
lieutenant of the One Hondred and 
Fourteenth Regiment of Volunteers, 
and was a member of the military 
order of the Loyal Legion. Mr. Dickey 
was his father's private secretary at 
the time of his death He has been 
an active Republican in the Seventh 
Assemby District, and was a delegate to 
the last Republican State convention. 





Death of Judge Robert Earl. 

Judge Robert Karl, formerly of the 
New York Court of Appeals, died at his 
home at Herkimer, on December 2. 
There he was born seventy-eight years 
ago, and there he had lived al! his hfe. 
He was stricken with paralysis on the 
evening of November 22 and never 
rallied from the attack. 


Robert Eseri was the son of Jobn and 
Margaret Petrie Earl. With his elder 
brother Samuel he was reared on the 
family farm by his uocle, Henry Petrie. 
Robert. received his early education at 
the Herkimer Academy, and in 147 
was graduated from Union Oollege. 
The same year he began the study of 
law with his cousin, Charles Gray, 
judge of the Supreme Coort. 

He had charge of the Herkimer 
Academy while reading law, and in 
1816 was elected Superintendent of 
Schools. In 1849 he was elected 
supervisor of Herkimer, and in 1848 
was admitted to the bar, and was im- 
mediately taken into a law partnership 
by his brother Samuel. 

From 1848 to 1850 he was editor of 
the Herkimer ‘‘ Demucrat,’’ and in 1*52 
conducted a campaign paper at Mohawk 
in the interest of Franklin Pierce. In 
1855 he was elected county judge and 
surrogate. 

Judge Eurl was chuirman of the State 
Convention of 1868 which nominated 
John T. Hoffman for Governor, and in 
the same year he was elected to the 
Court of Appeals, succeeding Judge 
Lewis B. Woodruff. He eat as chief 
justice until July, 1870 when he was 
transferred to the Commisison of Ap- 
peals, created for a term of three years, 
and afterward extended to 18 5. 

On the death of Judge Martin Grober, 
in 1876, Governor Tilden appointed 
Judge Ear! to succeed bim, and he held 
that appointment until January, 1877, 
when he took bis seut for a term of 
four years, having been elected at the 
previous election. In 18% be was 
renominated by both the Republicans 
and Democrats, and sat until Decem- 
ber 31, 1894, when he was retired on 
account of bis age. During his last 
term, on the death of Judge William 
U. Ruger, Jadge Earl was appointed 
chief justice by Governor Flower and 
served in that capucity during 1892. 

He rendered nearly eighteen hundred 
opinions while a member of the Uonrt 
of Appeals, many of them being of the 
greatest import, involving millions of

The Litchfield Law School. 


Among the storied hills of Litchfield, 
Connecticut, still stands that famous 
seat of learning, the Litchfield Law 
School, the first born of the law schools 
of the coun and whose founder, 
Chief Justice Tappan Reeve, laid in its 
erection one of the corner stones of 
American patriotism, loyalty t» the law. 

Litchfield was the home of the his- 
toric Wolclotts and the Beechers, is the 
native town of men whose careers have 
been as dissimilar as Ethan Allen's and 
Horace Bushnell's, and» was not only 
the seat of the first law school in 
America, but of Miss Pierce’s seminary 
and of the Morris Academy. In the 
first of these John U. Calhoun studied ; 
in the second Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
and in the third John Brown. Every 
one of the old houses in Litchfield has 
a story full of interest dating from the 
day when Governor Wolcott's women 
folk melted the leaden statute of King 
George LII (taken from Bowling Green, 
New York), into good Federal ballets, 

Frederic Calvin Norton, in a recent 
article, speaks of the Litchfield Law 
School, as being the Yale Law School 
of to-day. The latter came into exist- 


ence upon the passing away of the. 


Litchfield school, seventy years ago. 
The present Litchfield Law School 
building has sadly fallen away from its 
once high estate. Within a decade it 
has been removed to a suburb, is now 
falling into ruin and is tenanted by a 
family of negroes. 

Little remains about the low, one- 
story structure to remind one of its 
famous greatness, save the oaken desks 
where the old-fashioned law stadents 
sat with ink horn and portfolio to 
listen to the expoundings of Judge 
Reeve, who loved law as a science, who 
studied it philosophically. 

Judge Reeve's celebrated school was 
founded in 1784; up to the time of its 
close in the 39s, and the resulting 
opening of the Yale Law School, it had 
graduated 1024 law students, every 
State in the Union having been repre- 
sented. Many of these graduates after- 
ward became United States senators, 
members of congress and governors of 
states. Five cabinet officers, Calhoun, 
Woobury, Mason, Clayton and Hab- 
bard, came from among them, as did 
a vice-president (Calhoun), and several 
foreign ministers. 

And now, although the old building 
has been given up to the hand of time, 
a valaable fragment of it has been 
preserved by Prof. J. Mason Hoppin, 
of Yale, who has secured a high backed 
bench that formerly stood in the school 
room, and which was richly carved by 
the jackknives of the students of the 
old days. The initials of John O. Cal- 
honun are to be found upon it.

Cyclopedia of Law und Procedure 
edited by William Mack and Howard 
P. Nash. Volome 5. Pablished by 
the American Law Book Company, 
76 William street, New York. 


We suppose that it will sound at first 
biush a trifle strained te compare this 
work with the Institutes of Justinian. 
Still, the American Law Book Company 
at the present time is doing for the 
common law precisely what Rome's 
Emperor did for the civil. They are 
engaged in collecting and setting forth 
in clear and coucise torm the principles 
of jarispradence in force, not only in 
this country, but in England, and when 
completed the work will stand as a 
finished statement of our legal system. 
The promise which preceding volumes 
gave has been kept to the letter and 
spirit. Well known and experienced 
writers only have been employed and 
each have given the legal fraternity of 
their best. 

In the present volume there are 
treated the following subjects: Bail, 
by Joseph A. Joyce and Howard O. 
Joyce; Bailments, by George H. Bates; 
Bankruptcy, by James W. Eaton and 
Frank B. Gilbert; Banks and Banking, 
by Albert S. Bolles; Barratry, by 
Robert F. Walker; Bastards, by Frank 
K. Jennings; Bigamy, by Paul Pizey; 
Blasphemy, by James H. Malone; 
Bonds, by Joseph A. Joyce and 
Howard OU. Joyce; Boundaries, by J. 
Breckenrifge Robertson; Bounties, by 
Robert Grattan; Hreach of Promise to 
Marry, by Gilbert E. Roe ; Breach of 
the Peace, by William A. Johnston;

Nota 
single unnecessary word is employed 
and the reader’s attention is immedi- 
ately urrested by the yg | and 
concise manner in waich legal prin- 
ciples are laid down. Accompanying 
it, is a volume of annual citations 
covering from one to four of '‘Cyc.’’ 
Fortunately for the profession the 
editors disbelieve in new editions, 
which at the best, in so far as encyclo- 
pedias ure concerned, are nothing but 
a rehash, brovght out for the purpose 
of making the profession pay double. 
Hence they have adopted a simple 
system of annual annotations. Here 
the reader will find all cases on each 
subject decided since the publication 
of the original article, arranged in sv 
simple a manner tbat no explanation is 
necessary. Each annotation is pre- 
ceded by numerals representing the 
page and note of the article arnotated, 
and these annotations are arranged 
consecutively. This method leaves 
nothing to be desired.

It. 18 now twelve years since the first 
publication of this treatise and no 
branch of the law bas undergone greater 
modMivation than that which treate of 
judgments and their effects, although 
there has been but little change in the 
cardinal principles upon which the 
most important rules are based. 
Naturally the case law of the subject 
has enormously inoreased. 


Usually we rather set our face against 
second editions, except where they ure 
clearly demanded, but in the present 
instance there can be no question as 
to the necessity of an elaboration of 
Mr. Black's important bouk. It is 
now the standard work on the subject, 
recognized as such throngifout the 
Jength and breadth of this country. 
Some years ago we had oocasion to 
perase the first edition and expressed 
the opinion that the uuathor’s method of 
treatment was such as to place him in 
the foremost rank of legal writers. 
The present elaboration is well calcu- 
lated to add to his established reputa- 
tion. A ocarefal examination reveals 
the thoroughness of his annotation. 
The cases are thoroughly digested, 
well cited, and right down to date. We 
have no hesitancy in recommending 
every member of the legal profession 
to invest in a second edition, even 
though he may already have a copy of 
the first. 

Opening the book at random we turn 
to the author’s discussion of the effect 
of entering two judgments, and a 
jadgment and conveyance, ou the same 
day, and quote the following as an 
illustration of bis style: 

‘*The rale obtaining in a majority of 
the States is that, as between judgments 
entered of record on the same day, there

is no priority, for the law eannet in (his 
case regard fractional parts of a day, 
hence ail such judgments create ¢ (ual 
lens and the issuing of an execu! ion 
or any one of them does not affect the 
others, bat, the land of the defendant 
being sold, a pre rata distribution of 
the proceeds must be made fn satis! ac. 
tion of the judgments. In North 
Carolina, however (and ih a few 
sporadic cases elsewhere), it is held 
where several judgments are docketed 
on the same day, the court will inguire 
into the fractional part of @ day in 
order to ascertain which was the first 
entered and give it the preference. |n 
New York the statute requires a clerk 
of the court to docket a judgment by 
entering upon the dovket book certain 
particalars, incloding the day, bhonr 
and minnte when the judgment rol! 
was filed, and the dey, hour and minute 
when the judgment was docketed in 
his office. And  jodgments entered 
the same day will take rank according 
to the exact time when they were placed 
upon the docket. In some other States, 
the doctrine is that where two judg. 
ments in favor of different plaintitts 
against the same defendant are filed 
and docketed on the same day, neither 
has the preference as a lien, but if one 
of the creditors first takes ont an exe- 
cution and delivers it to the sheriff 
before the other creditor takes out his 
execution, and the lands of the debtor 
are taken and sold, a priority will be 
omg by the vigilant creditor, and 

is execution must be first satisfied. 
In Mississippi, the question of the 
priority of the rendition of two judg. 
ments in the same court is to be deter. 
mined by the minutes of the court. and 
it is not admissible to show by evidence 
alionae that the one last entered was 
in fact first rendered. 


The doctrine bas sometimes been ex- 
pressed that a judgmert entered ons 
given day, no matter at what hour, iso 
lien during the whole of that day, and 
therefore has preference over a mort- 
gage or other conveyance recorded ot 
any hour of the same day. But this 
view is generally rejected, as too refined 
and artiticial, although, in come States, 
a distinction is still made between s 
deed ana a mortgege, as to their 
respective rank as against» judgment 
docketed on the same day. It may 
now be regarded as well settled that, 
in a contest between a vendee of the 
land and a judgment-oreditor whose 
jadgment was docketed on the same 
day with the conveyance, the fractions 
of the day must be taken into consider- 
ation, the precise time of each arcer- 
tained, and the rule applied ‘‘ first in 
order first in right.’’ In the language 
of Obief Justice Gibson, of Pennsy!- 
vania, ‘‘the argament that a jadgment, 
whose date in convemplation of law 
covers the whole day, is necessarily 
anterior to a conveyance at an inter 
mediate point of the same day, is (00 
subtle to be solid. The conclusion at- 
tempted would not be borne out by the 
most fanciful effect of the legul fiction: 
for it might be possible to delivers 
conveyance so exactly at the stroke of 
twelve as to leave no room for an in- 
tervening lapse of any appreciable 

rtion of time. But jastice is not © 

dispensed «pn principles so artificial 
where it can be avoided. W hen 
judgments bear the same ate, 
they must necessarily come in together: 
bat between a judgment and a convey 
ance, actus! priority must be show? 
like any other fact.’’ The laat state- 
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ment in the foregoing qnuotation,— 
that the precise time of entry of the 
jodgment may be shown by less than 
record . though reasonable and 
well culated to promote justice, is 
not everywhere sccepted at least 
one State, the courte refuse to hear 
evidence outside the record, on the 
question of the actual priority of the 
jadgment and the rah award 
the precedence to the lien of the former 
unless it actually appears of record to 
have been subsequent to the convey- 
ance. In a contest of this sort, it is 
held the lien of the judgment takes 
effect from its rendition by the judge, 
and not from the time of signing the 
minutes of the court. 

In. a contest for priority between a 
mortgage of the land and a judgment- 
cred. tor whose jodgment was docketed 
on the same day with the mortgage, it 
seems reasonable to accord to the 
former the same rights and privileges 
that are granted to a purvhaser. And 
in Tennessee this is the accepted doo- 
trine. The hour of entry may be 
inquired into, an sctual priority will 
give legal precedence. But in Pennsy!- 
vania the rule is otherwise. Evidence 
is not admissible of the hour at which 
the judgment was rendered; if the 
judgment-lien and the mortgage-lien 
are created on the same , they are 
entitled tu equality of distribution. 
“The fractional division of a day can- 
not be noticed in determining the time 
when the lier of a judgment attached. 
If it could be, there is nothing on the 
record of this judgment to show 
whether it was entered at an earlier or 
a later moment than the mortgage. 
The rule in such cases is to treat the 
two liens as commencing simulta- 
neously, and if the laud of the debtor 
is not sufficient to pay both, the loss 
must be divided in equal proportions. ’’
